A dream 
has died

NEWTON — A dream died last 
month, 

The victim of rising costs and 
dwindling state funds, the 10-year- 
old Freeport House, a home for 
wayward teenagers and the brain- 
child of some spunky Newton North 
High School students who saw the 
need for a temporary haven in 
times of crisis, has fought its last 
battle. 

The Commonwealth Avenue 
resident-care home for troubled 
teens was sold in late November for 
use as a single family home, finally 
succumbing to a series of funding 
cutbacks, the result of a streamlin- 
ed state human services budget. 


The Freeport House owed its ex- 
istence, often controversial and 
sometimes turbulent, to a group of 
psychology students from Newton 
North H.S. who, in 1969, sought the 
assistance of adults in the com- 
munity to form a non-profit cor- 
poration, Freeport Inc. The cor- 
poration would oversee a program 
of in-house care and assistance for 
adolescents grappling with the pro- 
blems of drug abuse, child-beating 
and any other life crisis confronting 
local teens. 

It was a dream that took root in 
the temper of the times and won its 
first battle when a home was finally 
located and purchased, despite the 
objections of some residents who 
saw the residence as a potential 
troublespot. 

“Something about adolescents 
with problems scare people,’’ ac- 
cording to Marion Kaufmann, a 
Newton Highlands resident and an 
original adult founder of the 
Freeport House. 

First backed by private contribu- 
tions from local supporters, the

home became a temporary alter- 
native for youths, where house 
parents and counsellors provided 
support and love to help adolescents 
overcome the growing pains unique 
to their age. 

“‘We made a tremendous effort to 
get the house going and keep it go- 
ing,’ Kaufmann said. 

But the program gradually 
became more dependent on state 
funding and in 1979, after a several 
years of assistance to dozens of 
teenagers and their families, the 
Freeport House had another battle 
to fight, another skirmish to keep 
the dream alive. 

Former Massachusetts Governor 
Edward J. King, evoking the bat- 
tlecry of austerity, began dismantl- 
ing the state human services net- 
work and cutting back on budgeted 
programs. 

And this at a time when providing 
for residents at the Freeport House 
was approaching almost $20,000 per 
student prompted its board of direc- 
tors to conduct a review of their pro- 
gram, with an eye toward dissolv- 
ing the corporation and selling the 
home. 

“That kind of money had to come 
from the state and they weren't pay- 
ing for it,’’ according to Jean Kole, 
a member of the Freeport Founda- 
tion.

Seeking leaks 


in City Hall

NEWTON Throughout his term, President Ronald Reagan has been 
concerned about leaks in the White House 

Reagan even went so far as to appoint a special committee to find the 

yurce or sources of the leaks 

Now, the problem of leaks has hit home and become a significant con: 
cern at City Hall, so much so that the mayor has appropriated about 
$32,000 to plug them 

It has been learned through careful investigation that there is a leak 
in Mayor Theodore Mann's office and another next door to the second 
floor aldermanic committee rooms 

Of course, these are not the same leaks - sensitive information reveal- 
ed prematurely to the press - President Reagan is worried about 

These leaks are from rainwater and, according to the city’s building 
commissioner, they are the result of the complicated design of the roof 
covering City Hall 

According to Building Commissioner James Cameron, few people 
understand just how the building’s unique roof is constructed and ex- 
plaining the unique problems it presents is not an easy task 
Built in the early 1930's, City Hall's roof - featuring trough-like gut- 
rs, valleys, gables, copper flashing, copper expansion joints, slate 
es, bricks and, below it all, a bottom layer of copper sheathing - is 
designed with an interior drain system, he explained 

These interior drain pipes, which are about four inches in diameter, 
collect rainwater and snake through the building, eventually ending up 
about 40 feet below the roof in a drain underneath the building’s base- 
ment 

Several weeks ago, during a particularly rainy period in the Garden 
City, one leak caused severe consternation among aldermen gathered 
for a round of long, complicated committee meetings. 

It seems a leak in the second floor room that harbors the key to the 

mooth completion of meetings - the aldermanic coffee machine - had 
shorted out deluxe Mr. Coffee completely 

Without their sustenance, aldermen became irritable and nervous 
and City Clerk Edward English, generally conceded as the man who 
makes City Hall run, was forced to fend off several heated aldermanic 
protests 

According to Cameron, the leak was not from the roof, but from an in- 
terior drain pipe clogged in the City Hall basernent by small stones and 
other debris 

The rain water eventually backed up from the basement pipes all the 
way to the second floor, until it finally came through the moldy, 
deteriorating ceiling above the coffee machine 

There are at least two leaks in the executive offices. 

One small leak drips above the area in Mayor Theodore Mann's office 
usually reserved for the various silver and gold-plated shovels he has 
acquired at ground-breaking ceremonies. 

The other, complete with buckets to catch the quickly accumulating 
water, is in the ceiling of the mayor's bathroom. 

Cameron attributed this leak to the copper flashing covering one of 
the roof’s hidden drains that had dried up and cracked, thereby leading 
the rain water into Mann’s office: 

Overall, City Hall’s roof is one of Cameron's most difficult problems. 

He has had his men replace most of the copper sheathing that diverts 
rain water to the hidden drains below the slated roof. Many of the trough 
system's expansion joints and the roof’s valleys need to be replaced and 
the mortar which holds the brick sections of the roof together is also 
crumbling, he added 

Mayor Mann said City Hall is no different from the many houses in the 
city which have leaky roofs during heavy rains and called roof fixing at 
City Hall ‘‘an ongoing program.”

Keep Jefferson 


The Graphic urges members of the Board 
of Aldermen to keep Matthew Jefferson on 
as their president when they meet in 
caucus this week. 

“While talk of his alleged failings cir- 
culates among the aldermen, it might be a 
good idea to point out that, over the years, 
he has brought qualities to the board that 
are not to be found in any of its other 
members 

Jefferson is open-faced, almost to a 
fault. While many of his colleagues form 
their coalitions and voting bloes over the 
telephone or in the corridors of City Hall, 
Jefferson continues to do the bulk his work 
in an open forum 
While they are wondering what so-and- 
so thinks about an issue, so they can decide 
where they stand, Jefferson consistently 
akes things as they come, on their own 
merits. His opinions are his own, and you 
can count on him to give you the reasons 
or them. 

With President Jefferson, ‘‘What you see 
is what you get.”’ 
The at-large alderman from Ward 3 en- 
joys a certain stability under fire the equal 
of which would be difficult to find in his col- 
eagues. Whether it is coming from a 
member of the board or an irate citizen, 
Jefferson can take flak like a duck can 
take water.... It rolls right off him. He has 
suffered terrible verbal abuse on occasion 
and, without a hint of surrender, he has 
withstood it and gone on to make his point. 

With the tenor of deliberations among 
board members getting hotter all the time, 
it takes a president with Jefferson’s pro- 
ven ability to keep his cool to withstand the 
heat. 

To his colleagues who contend that the 
heat being generated these days is a result 
of Jefferson’s lack of control of the board, 
we would ask them to seriously consider 
how they would have done things different- 
ly. 

To those who have complained that Jef- 
ferson is inconsistent in his application of 
the principles of parliamentary procedure, 
it should be said that even his strongest 
supporters admit he could do with 
rereading Robert’s Rules of Order. 

When considering Jefferson’s record for 
settling some noisy debates on the board, 
his colleagues might do well, once again, 
to consider how they might have acted in 
the same circumstances. It is easy enough 
to criticize the captain of a ship that has 
just negotiated the storm-tossed waters 
between Scylla and Charibidis for chipping 
the paint a bit. But such criticism misses 
the point. 

Another quality Jefferson brings to the 
board should not be overlooked. Many of 
his colleagues, without doing anything 
even remotely unethical, make a financial 
profit from their work as aldermen. They 
might call it ‘‘networking,’’ making con- 
tacts as an alderman that will carry over 
to their business of practicing law, selling 
insurance or real estate or providing other 
services. 

Matthew Jefferson enjoys no such fringe 
benefit from his work on the board. He 
does his job out of a sense of duty; and he 
expects no reward but the respect he 
deserves. 

Thursday night, during the aldermanic 
caucus to elect a president for the coming 
term, his colleagues would do well to look 
closely at the incumbent, who just happens 
to be one of the highest elected black of- 
ficials in the commonwealth.

How Uncle Sam spends your money

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The final 
figures are in: For fiscal year 1983, 
which ended Sept. 30, the federal 
government spent $795,9 billion and 
took in $600.6 billion. This means 
that, officially, the 1983 deficit was by 
far the lar in history: $195.3 
billion 

Where did this money go? Conser- 
valives point to the fact that the top 
four spending categories were all 
non-military Social Security, in- 
terest on the public debt, Medicare 
and unemployment benefits — which 
proves, they say, that we spend more 
on social services than on the Pen- 
tagon. Liberals might argue that 
government accounting puts myriad 
facets of military spending in 
separate accounts — and that when 
these accounts are combined, con- 
siderably more is going to the Pen 
tagon than to social! spending, This is 
especially so if we count Social 
Security as a separate category, 
since it isn't funded out of general tax 
revenues, 

More than 9 percent of the entire 
federal outlay in fiscal '83 went to 34 
categories, each of which totaled 
more than $4 billion in spending 
and since most taxpayers really 
don't know where their tax dollars 
go, it might be valuable to list all of 
thes categories 

Fcr fiscal 1983, final U.S. spending 

















figures show the following outlay

In fiscal 1983, the administration 
introduced its payment-in-kind 
(PIK) agricultural support program, 
in which farmers are paid not to 
plant, getting government-owned- 
and-stored commodities in return. 




















The cost of the program skyrocketed 
well above estimates; as a result, 
agricultural price supports showed 
the largest increase in any federal 
program 61 percent over the 
previous year's total. 

Despite all of the talk about the 
lack of federal support for education, 
student financial assistance was the 
second fastest-growing spending 
category in fiscal '83; it jumped by 48 
nt over the previous year, The 
fastest-growing programs last 
year were Army procurement (up 36 
percent); unemployment benefits 
(up 35 percent, largely due to the 
recession), and outlays from the 
hospital-care trust fund, or part B of 
Medicare (up 31 percent) 

Only one spending category show- 
ed a decrease in absolute terms 
Social Security's Assistance 
payments fell one-tenth of 1 percent 
However, another way to measure 
growth in government spending i 
compare it Lo the rate of inflation. A 
cording to the consumer price inde 
inflation for fiscal '83 was 2.9 per- 
cent, Two additional federal spen: 
ding categories grew by less than the 
rate of inflation: general revenue 
sharing and the disability trust fund. 

And now back to the argument 
regarding military spending: If we 
add up all of the different military 
categories, we find that the Pentagon 
Spent $178.6 billion last year. This 
doesn't include military retirement 
and veterans’ programs — which, if 
included, hike the total outlay to §20) 
billion. This comes to about 22.3 per 
cent of the total outlay without 
veterans’ costs, or 26.3 percent with 
them 

If we assume that Social Security 

















and Medicare are both ‘‘social”’ pro- 
grams and add them to all other 
social programs, the total social- 
spending figure is about $335 billion, 
or about 42 percent of the total 
outlay, This supports conservative 
arguments that we spend almost 
twice as much on social programs as 
we do on the militar 

But all milita 
out of general tax 
Security, the Medic hospital trust 
fund, the Highway Trust Fund and 
Railroad retirement are funded by 
direct taxes, from either payroll or 
excise taxes, such as the tax on 
motor fuel 

If we assume that all funds col- 
lected by the government, for 
whatever purpose, are “taxes,” then 
the above percentages hold. But what 
if we regard taxes as general 
revenue taxes, taxes on personal in- 
ome, corporate profits taxes and the 
like? In that case, we have to drop 
Social Security and Medicare from 
both the income and outgo totals 
This would make military spending 
the largest item financed out of 
general revenues — about 31 percent 
of the total not counting veterans’ 
benefits, or about 34 percent counting 
them

Nuke-free ordinance well-intentioned, but misguided 


The proposed ordinance to create a Nuclear Free Newton, although well 
intentioned, is misguided in several respects: public safety, existing

The idea that Newton might be spared the fate of the general Boston area 
in a nuclear attack is wishful thinking, since there would probably be

It has probably been assumed that there is currently little or no nuclear 
Weapons work in Newton, and that the existence of such work would be 
easy to establish by monitoring federal government contact awards, This 
view is naive in that it doesn't take into account the government procure: 
ment process 

In general, 





only prime contracts to relatively large organizatons have 
this visibility. Much of the work is then subcontracted to a great number of 
large and small organizations and individuals in relatively private ar- 
rangements. For example, special purpose test equipment for a major 
nuclear weapons system is currently being produced within a few blocks of 
Police Headquarters in West Newton 

Many technical professionals live in Newton. Private consultants and 
employees of organizatons developing weapons systems outside the city 
work at home evenings and weekends and would be subject to the fines of 
this ordinance. Such work is going on currently and clearly falls under its 
provisions, 

This raises the issue of the direct effect on the earning power of in 
dividual citizens, and the spector of the invasion of privacy of the home by 
the police in enforcement of such an ordinance. The difficulty is that such 
work may be common and therefore the ordinance is difficult to enforce 
without the threat of intrusive governmental interference. 

It has been stated that this ordinance would make Newton a more 
desirable place to live and do business. In fact, just the opposite may be 
true. The real and implied restrictions on freedom of thought and activity 
may discourage individuals and businesses from locating here. 

There has been no study of the effects of such an ordinance, and very lit 
tle publicity which would bring forth individuals and businesses who feel 
they would be adversely affected. Therefore there should be no considera- 
tion of adoption until more information has been gathered. 

The people of the United States have lived with the threat of nuclear 
destruction for 35 ye and lately the fear of it has been growing 
However, as the Harvard study “Living with Nuclear Weapons’’ points 
out, this threat is not going to go away in our or probably our childrens’ 
lifetimes. Given the nature of the Soviet political system, unilateral or total 
disarmament is very unlikely; the advantage of having even a few hidden 
weapons if the other side has none is too great. 

The real problem is how to reduce the total destructive power of the 
weapons, and create a situation of nuclear stability at the minimum cost to 
our society. 

It is often assumed that any new nuclear weapon is bad. However, 
creating a new weapons system may be desirable as it fosters the above 
goals. An example is the small single warhead missile which increases 
stability through mobility, and lowers the destructive power through the 
limitation of warhead size. 

Many of us become frustrated with the slowness of progress in negotia- 
tions and the difficulty of making complex weapon systems decisions. 
There is also the feeling of powerlessness in the face of the current ad- 
ministration’s saber rattling and ma nuclear buildup in the form of 
the Pershing II, Cruise Missile, MX/Peacekeeper, Trident II, B1 Bomber, 
the future Small Missile, and Stealth Bomber. 

There is a legitimate desire to send a political message to Washington,

Impossibility of Warren 
reuse already documented 


This letter is in answer to 
statements made by Paul Snyder in 
the Wednesday, Nov. 23, 1983 issue 
of the Newton Graphic 

Dear Paul 

Important information on the 
reuse of the Warren School has been 
in the hands of top City officials 
dating back to Noy. 20, 1982, in my 
original report; April 15, 1983, in an 
in-house study prepared by the city 
and in a subsequent report to Sam 
Robbins Aug. 20, 1983, copies of 
which were sent to top city officials 
and to the president of the ‘ 
of the Library 

My reports were unofficial and 
were prepared by me as an in 
terested and informed citizen, It is 
interesting to note that while both 
reports were done separately they 
both arrived at similar conclusion: 

Simply stated, it would be in 
violation of the state building code 
for the Warren School to be used as 
a library. A school is structurally 
designed to support a live load of 50 
pounds per square foot. A library 
requires 150 P.A.S.F. Actually the 
city report found certain areas in 
the existing school could only sup- 
port 30 to 40 0.P.P.S.F. 

Aside from the law, common 
sense would indicate that you can- 
not safely occupy a building which 
is trying to support three times the 
load for which it was designed 
(Corridors and chairs in a school or 
library require 100 P.P.S. 
design. ) 

Therefore, in order to utilize the 
Warren school for purposes of a 
library, it would require the com- 
plete gutting of the building so as to 
install structural members stong

enough to carry the legally required 
loads. 

The cost of the demolition and in 
surance would be high, in addition 
to costly shoring if you try to save 
the walls. The entire interior would 
have to be rebuilt to suit library re- 
quirements, which would mean 
compromises in efficiency, since 
the shape and arrangement of the 
old school are not compatable with 
the library 

The building would require all 
new plumbing facilities, heating 
ventilating and air conditioning 
system, electric service wiring and 
lighting, fire alarm systems, a new 
roof and flashings, telephone and 
ecurity systems, insulation of 
walls, windows and roof, elevators 
and provisions for elderly and the 
handicapped. It should be obvious 
that you are putting up all the 
elements of a new building with 
none of the benefits. 

The Warren School is located on 
Route 16, a Main east-west, heavily 
traveled, highway, where every 
turn into or out of the property 
across an opposite moving lane 
would be very hazardous, a problem 
that would be costly to solve. 

I am prepared to meet with you 
Your group or anyone in authority 
to discuss this matter in more 
detail. It seems amazing to me that 
this information has been bottled up 
and withheld from the voters who 
might have had second thoughts if 
they if they had been aware of the 
facts before the election

Debate over land sale to BC

CHESTNUT HILL Two state 
lawmakers are opposing passage of 
a House bill that would allow Boston 
College to purchase 17,000 square 
feet of MDC land, arguing that the 
manner of the sale violates state 

law 

The controversial bill authorizes 
the sale of the 3.5 acres of land in 
Chestnut Hill near the BC campus 
The House recently passed the bill 
by a vote of 129-29. Last week the 
Senate passed an ammended ver- 
sion of that bill, which is now being 
reviewed by a House and Senate 
conference committee, 

(The sale) is unwise from a 
public policy standpoint and a quali- 
ty of life standpoint,’’ says 
Representative David Cohen (D- 
Newton) 

‘A sale done in this manner goes 
against the spirit and lettering of 
the Ward Commission reforms,"’ he 
says 

The Ward Commission was 
established several years ago 
following the much publicized MBM 
extortion scandal. The commission 
reforms, now state law, were 














established as a safeguard against 
pressure by special interest groups 
and to prevent mismanagement of 
the land. The law mandates that 
sale of state lands should originate 
in the executive branch, not the 
legislature 

“Legislators are not supposed to 
initiate those sales. That's precisely 
what’s happening here,’’ Cohen 
said 

‘The way the bill violates the let- 
tering and spirit of the reforms is 
that the reforms were done to get 
the legislature out of the business of 
of selling state assets.’ 


The Ward Commission reforms 
also requires that certain pro- 
cedures - including public hearings 
and biddings - ast be followed 
before state re released. In 
addition, the law states that the 
agency holding land must declare it 
as surplus and that other state agen- 
cies must declare formal offerings 
for the land. 

















Senator Jack Backman (D- 
Newton-Brookline) said he is oppos- 
ed to sale of the land and attempted 
unsuccessfully to delay last week's 
Senate vote. 





However, Bachman said, ‘‘The 
bill went through the Senate with 
one ammendment. The sale must 
conform with Chapter 579 of the 
Ward Commission Reforms.” 

Although Boston College is not 
named in the current bill to sell the 
land, the school has made no 
secrect of its interest in the land. 
Kevin Duffy, B.C. Vice President of 
Student Affairs, says B.C. plans to 
purchase the land to expand the 
parking garage. 

Duffy said this week that B.C 
would utilize the land to extend the 
four-level garage located behind its 
sports stadium. Duffy said B.C. 
plans to add 280 parking spaces to 
the garage which presently has 413 
space

Cater to your own entertaining needs

Entertaining large crowds, a frequent and often frenzied adventure in this 
festive time of year, strikes fear in the hearts and saute pans of many a 
seasoned cook 

Me scurry to professional caterers creating calm for the evening's 
entertainment but big bills for the future. It’s an unnecessary expense pro- 
viding the cook can get organized. 

Start as far ahead as possible, Plan the menu and remember to balance 
color, texture and even temperature. Most importantly remember the hue 
of the meal. An all-beige meal is positively boring whereas a colorful 
presentation not only impresses company but it pleases the palate. 

Don’t get too complicated with say a seven-course extravaganza. That’s 
fine for an intimate gathering but for a big group it’s an invitation to 
disaster, Serve only a few dishes but make sure they're good ones. 

Never try to plan for a large party in your head. Work from checklists or 
index cards. The initial one being the master shopping list. Take it from a 
veteran entertainer, there’s no such thing as planning too much. The 
benefit of being organized is that it leaves the hostess time to enjoy the 
cooking process as well as the company 

Try to prepare foods that can be made in advance and reheated. Check to 
see that varying oven temperatures aren't needed in the reheating pro- 
cess 

Remember limited refrigerator and freezer space, The holiday season is 
the one time cold weather is an entertaining friend because the porch can 
be used as a chilling unit 

The best bet in parties for large crowds is to utilize a buffet. Do not even 
attempt to serve fifty people unless the extra cash is available for hired 
help: 

A buffet table, laden with sumptious edibles is an eye and stomach ap- 
pealing sight. Guests have the freedom to indulge in as much food as 
desired without feeling inhibited. The hostess need only worry about 
replenishing dishes when needed 

Silverware can be wrapped in a napkin and tied with a festive bow 
Plates are stacked, a centerpiece added and the table is ready to be 
devoured. 

Buffets for large or small crowds need not feature expensive fare 
Celebratory dining doesn’t require filet of beef, save it for a small affair. 

If you're well prepared, panic shouldn't set in but if it does take a deep 
breath and enjoy a glass of white wine. And remember the reason for 
entertaining is to bring together good friends, to share food and drink and 
to have a good time.

These people are there, now. Realistically, 
there will not be a substantial influx of new 
teachers from among scientists and engineers in 
wr heading toward the commercial world until 
chools and Congress decide, to pay enough to 
iraw them into teaching.” 

Taking the approach that a teacher in the hand 
is worth two in the bush, Ladd has created the 
Boston College Inservice Institute for Teachers 
of Physics and Physical Science. 

Currently the first group of junior high and 
high school physics and physical scince teachers 

17 of them -- are coming to Boston College two 
Saturdays and one Wednesday afternoon each 
month to sharpen their skills in the year-long 
program 

Several prominent Massachusetts concerns 
agree with Ladd’s logic to the extent they have 
nade tuition-aid grants to the Institute.

Newton schools are another world to the 
Chinese educators in terms of equipment and 
supplies available. The Jingshan School has no 








typewriters or copiers for teachers and daily 
assignments for the 45 students in each class are 


written out by hand by the teacher every night 





The language, which consists of thousands of 
characters, makes machine printing extremely 


difficult. 


Even textbooks are in short supply and many 
teachers are actually writing their own texts 
while they teach. The books are printed in the 
school’s factory, a kind of Chinese version of 
Newton's technical/vocational program and one 
in which all high school students must. par- 
ticipate. 

Although the Jingshan School does have a few 
computers, they are not so widely used as in 
Newton, the visitors said. Fang suggested the 
shortage of computers might, in some ways, be a 
good thing 

At Jingshan, there is more em s on basic 
training and methods of stud, ng noted 
Our students can do math very quickly, without 
a computer. I think this is much better. 

“We can use our brains very quickly 
very quick-minded,” Fang said, laughing. 
we are also excellent at the violin.” 

Newton educators noticed some more institu- 
tionalized differences between the two school 
systems, such as the way teachers and ad- 
ministrators are chosen. 

In China, educators are appointed by the 
governnient. The visitors expressed confidence 
that such decisions are made in a responsible 
manner.

He, Zhou and Yu said school rules include 
respect for the teacher, speaking only when call 
ed upon and at a normal vocal level, being on

If they 
miss school without a reason, they will be “given 
a talk”’ by the teacher and the parents may be 
notified. 

If a child has continued problems, the school's 
response is dependent on the individual case, but 
can, under very rare conditions, result in expul- 
sion. According to He, at the most, only one stu- 
dent every two years is asked to leave. 

Richard Kanter stressed that because the peo- 
ple of China represent one quarter of the entire 
world population, it is imperative that 
Americans understand their culture. The hope, 
also, is that Newton Public Schools and the 
Jingshan School can lend each other both 
technical assistance and inspiration. 

When the Jingshan School delegation leaves 
Newton, they will be taking with them some bil- 
ingual education textbooks and a_ better 
understanding of an educational system that is 
both dramatically different and remarkably 
similar to their own. 

The common bond between the two is deep con- 
cern for and intense dedication to education. And 
that bond will undoubtedly inspire plans that 
reach far beyond this visit.

Ice skating 


Many people think of the Dutch as 
the first people ice skaters traveling 
over the frozen canals. Hans 
Brinker with his silver skates is a 
classic example. 

Though the Dutch remain among 
une world’s best ice skaters, skating 
actually originated in Sweden 
sometime around the second cen- 
tury A.D, 

The early skates were not made of 
silver, but were cow bones fastened 
to shoes with leather straps. 

It was not until the 14th or 15th 
century that wooden runners brac- 
ed in metal replaced the bones; 
these runners were attached to 
wooden shoes with the use of straps 
and were almost as wide as the shoe 
itself. 

Narrower blades did not come in- 
to vogue until sometime later, when 
a Dutchman visiting a foreign coun- 
try where ice skating was not known 
commissioned a blacksmith to 
make hima pair. 

When they were finished, it was 
discovered that the blacksmith had 
misunderstood the directions and 
put the narrower blade on the bot- 
tom. 

These skates were found to work 
better, and the design was soon 
copied by other skaters. 

With the help of these new blades, 





skating gained in popularity during 
the 17th and 18th centuries, and 
kings and queens took to the sport 
along with the general populace. 

By the 1870's, all-metal blades 
came into use and eventually the 
skating boot with which today’s 
skaters are familiar. 

The art of figure skating pro8ably 
began on the early cow bone skates, 
and the use of metal blades did 
much to enhance and facilitate 
skating. 

In the middle of the 19th century 
an American ballet teacher, 
Jackson Haines, put skating to 
music and, in effect, made figure 
skating the dazzling spectator sport 
we know today. 

In 1908, figure skating was includ- 
ed in the Olympic games, with the 
first star, a Norwegian named Son- 
ja Henie, capturing gold metals at 
the age of 13. 

The forerunner (or foreskater) of 
the popular Ice Capades took place 
in 1918 in Berlin. It was a skating ex- 
travaganza called Flirting in Berlin 
and was later brought to the New 
York Hippodrome. 

Anyone who has ever seen fine 
skating will appreciate the grace 
and form needed to execute the art. 
Skating is indeed one of the superb 
highlights of wintertime.

NEWTON CENTRE If a new 
plan succeeds, the boys and girls at 
Oak Hill School will soon be the kind 
of children every parent dreams of 
having: considerate, polite and obe- 
dient 

The plan is a new code of behavior 
drawn up by Oak Hill Principal 
Samuel Turner and teachers at the 





school, with input from the 
students. 
Although a sharp rap on the 


knuckles with the teacher's ruler is 
not included among the conse- 
quences, the behavior code is a far 
ery from the laisez-faire approach 
to discipline that dominated many 
schools and homes during the 1960s 
and ‘70s. 

The Oak Hill code includes 
outlines of five behavior categories 
responsibility for physical safety; 
respect for adults; respect for 
peers; respect for property; and 
responsibility for one’s own 
behavior 

Consequences can be as mild as a 
cold stare from the attending 
authority figure or.as severe as 
exclusion from the school. 

In between the two, in increasing 
order of severity, are: verbal repri- 
mand; isolation (immediate, within

“J don’t see any reason to 
recuse (excuse) myself,”’ said 
Miller, rejecting complaints 
from a consumer group that his 
involvement would create at 
least the appearance of a conflict 
of interest 

On Nov. 9, FTC yeneral 
counsel John Carley wrote in a 
letter to Chrysler Corp. attorney 
Joseph Califano that there are no 
grounds in federal ethics law or 
regulation for Miller to dis- 
qualify himself. 

“For these reasons, I believe 
Chairman Miller has an obliga- 
tion to participate in the case and 
have recommended that he do 
so,’’ Carley wrote. 

Miller, who received the GM 
consulting fees from 1979 to 1980 
as an owner of an economic 
analysis firm, told United Press 
International, ‘‘I will participate 
in the decision.” 

He said “‘out of an abundance 
of caution’? he disqualified 
himself for two years from cases 
involving GM. ‘‘Now that those 
two years have past, I have a 
respor lity to do my job.”” 

Officials for Chrysler Corp. 
who oppose the proposed GM- 
Toyota venture have been quoted 
as ying they accept Carley’s 
decision that Miller should par- 
ticipate in the case. But the 
Center for Auto Safety still 
objects.

The FTC chairman told UPI 
“I'd be surprised that, if within 
two months, we have not made a 
decision.”

Said he expects Cong 
reject an effort led by the Tex 
Bar Association to get the legal 
profession out from under the 
jurisdiction of the FTC, Last 
year, Congress defeated a 
similar drive by doctors.

Police chief 
offers winter 
driving tips 


NEWTON — Police Chief William F. Quinn 
ued his annual appeal for common sense in 
winter driving. 

The chief pointed our that every year winter 
driving hazzards seem to come as a surprise to 
New England motorists and the first snow storm 
“creates total chaos,”’ 

Quinn suggests a complete checkup, either by 
the operator or the operator's service station, 

In addition, he suggests drivers keep their 
tanks as close to filled as possible to avoid con- 
densation and that all drivers leave enough time 
each morning to scrape or melt ice from front or 
rear windshields. 

It is also suggested that the inside of the wind- 
shield be cleaned regularly as heater residue 
could create an opaque situation when driving in- 
to the sun during the day or increased difficulties 
after dark, driving evenings. 

Quinn also expressed concern about driving 
and drinking during the holidays 

He said roadwatches will be continued 
throughout the state to reduce the potential for 
accidents that the drinking driver creates. 

Those hosting or attending parties during this 
season should arrange for transportation for 
drinkers, he said. 

According to Quinn the cu 
roadwatches have resulted fewer traffic 
fatalities and accidents generally and the 
Thanksgiving weekend statistics showed “a 
remarkable change for the better,”’ 

Quinn said, ‘‘Each year at this time, with a 
heavy volume of Christmas shopping, there is 
corresponding increase in shoplifting, handbag 
thefts, and thefts from locked and unlocked 
cars." 

Shoppers should be aware of pickpockets and 
women should carry their purse with the flap and 
clasp securley held next to the body and at all 
times exercise care in opening the handbag and 
handling of money and credit cards. 

The chief continued, ‘‘any purchase should be 
placed and locked in the trunk,"’ or those with 
station wagons or hatchbacks should have a 
blanket or other means of covering such pur- 
chases to avoid either opportunity or temptation 
for thieves. 

For the business community Quinn advises in- 
creased awareness of the shoplifter, amateur or 
professional and suggested that any register 
slips not accepted by the customer should be 
destroyed immediately. In other years “flim 
flam” operators would take such slips, match 
them to merchandise and demand cash refunds.

NEWTON — About 100 local activists pounded 
Garden City pavement this weekend looking for 
votes in what has been called the most am- 
bitious, issue-oriented campaign since the move- 
ment to end the Vietnam War. 


Freeze Voter 84’, a nationwide campaign to 
make a nuclear weapons freeze the pre-eminent 
issue of the 1984 election, has selected Newton as 
one of 10 test sites across the nation from which 
to launch the movement and guage its strength. 

Local volunteers split into teams of 10 and in- 
vaded at least eight wards trying to rustle up 
money and votes in support of a freeze in the 
testing, production and deployment of nuclear 
weapons. 

Relying on national polls that show 70 percent 
of the American people in favor of a mutually- 
verifiable, bilateral nuclear freeze, the 
volunteers are trying to change that message in- 
to political action, 

Carla Johnston, a Cambridge resident 
member of the Freeze 84' board of directors, said 
the organization has targeted up to 10 Senate 
races and over 20 House races to remove those 
politicians who oppose an arms freeze. 

“We want to bring about a pro-freeze govern- 
ment,'’ Johnston said during a Friday press con- 
ference. , 

Beyond changing the face of Congress, the so- 
called Freeze Force will also work to remove 
President Ronald Reagan from the White House.

On that date, the 15-9 vote of the 24 aldermen- 
elect during last night's caucus that unofficially 
elevated current board vice president Shea will 
be challe 1 when Jefferson is nominated for 
the presidency. 

Shea, who told the caucus she represented ‘‘a 
new image, a new positive approach’’ for the 
1984 board, said of the election, ‘1 don’t know. I 
do not know what's going to happen (on Jan. 2).”” 

Jefferson, who told his colleagues the board 
“has not been st ant and has been doing its 
work" under his leadership, said of his unofficial 
defeat, ‘I’m resilient. It’s a politician’s fate that 
if he ‘Ss around long enough, something's go- 
ing to happen to him - good or bad. 

He told the caucus just before its adjournment 
his name would be placed in nomination so that 
the vote would be officially recorded for the 
public. 

Last night's caucus also unanimously re- 
elected 41-ye ldermanic veteran Wendell R. 
Bauckman Board of President emeritus, a posi- 
tion he has held since 1971. 

No decision as to the caucus's unofficial choice 
for board vice president was made. 

The final act of the caucus was to appoint a 10 
member rules committee, chaired by Ward 1 
Alderman-at-Large Sondra Shick, which will 
report back any suggested board rule changes to 
the caucus at their Dec. 13 meeting.

Last September, amidst personal 
tragedies and a death in his family, 
Santos’ machinery for suppressing 
his war experiences broke down 

The sounds of the big guns came 
back, “On ship, even when you are 
off duty, the guns are still going 
off,” Santos said, describing how 
the concussion of the guns pounded 
through every corner of the ship 
without pause 

For the past year, he has not been 
able to sleep. He lost more than 60 
pounds, The flashbacks were more 

tubborn than before. He started to 
worry that he might lose control of 
himself and hurt somebody 

In September, he put himself into 
the locked ward at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. Vets from the 
Vet Center in Brighton did what 
they could to help. When one of their 
own is in trouble, the come to his aid 
just as they did in the war zone a 
decade ago. They know well that the 
fight is not over yet 

But the vets and the doctors at 
Newton-Wellsley could not tackle 
the monster Santos was wrestling 
with and, after two suicide at

It might just be the holiday spirit, but The 
Graphic would like to extend congratula- 
tions to two branches of city government, 
the Executive Department and the Board 
of Aldermen. 

During the past week, they both have 
acted responsively, responsibly and open- 
ly in solving some of the city’s problems. 

Mayor Theodore Mann deserves the best 
wishes of the season for bowing to the col- 
lective will of the many aldermen and tax- 
payers who want an independent feasibili- 
ty study done on the abandoned Warren Jr. 
High building 

There are many, varied opinions on 
Warren’s potential for rehabilitation as a 
new, central library. The trustees of the 
library have rejected the notion out-of- 
hand on several occasions, and they only 
softened their stance just before the recent 
election, when it appeared their inflexibili- 
y might doom the ballot question on a new 
library. 

They said, in the days before the elec- 
tion, that they would even contribute finan- 
cially to a feasibility study of Warren “‘asa 
sign of good faith.’ But, in their 
statements to the aldermen after the 
defeat of the ballot question, they sound as 
immovable in their dedication to a com- 
pletely new facility as they ever did. 

The mayor has done the right thing in re- 
questing funding for a study of Warren. If 
it turns out the city could build a decent, 
functional library facility in the old school 
for several million dollars, as was once 
predicted, we could learn to live with the 
location. 

Washington Street in West Newton is not 
as “off the beaten track” as it has been 
described; and, as one of the city’s main 
east-west arteries, it hardly deserves the 
‘“nowheresville’’ label some of the trustees 
have pinned on it. 

Further deliberation of the dilemma pos- 
ed by the present dilapidated, dangerous 
central library facility at Newton Corner 
can not proceed without a complete study 
of Warren. 

Even if the mayor does not care for the 
site, he is wise to push for a study. If the 
study rules out Warren as a library, then 
so be it. The energy built up during this 
fall’s push for a new library needs to have 
someplace to go, and, until Warren has 
been examined, that energy will remain 
bottled up. 

The Board of Aldermen deserves con- 
gratulations for opening up last week’s 
caucus to the public. Under a strict 
reading of the Open Meeting Law, it was 
possible that the caucus at which they 
elected a new president of the board could 
have remained closed. 

No one expected any covert activities 
would have taken place behind closed 
doors, but it showed that the aldermen 
have a healthy regard for the press and the 
public when they opened up the caucus. 
They had nothing to hide, and they wanted 
to show that. 

The secret ballots will not be secret any 
more on Jan. 2, when the aldermen will 
stand up and be counted on the floor of the 
aldermanic chambers. 

The aldermen’s opening their caucus to 
the scrutiny of the public amounts to a 
healthy start to a new term.

Don't lose touch 
Quinn emphasized common was the loss of productive time and three ways a kid learns: by exam- ith what they are doing and who 
sense, combined with a hard-line energy trying to discipline kids ple, by example and by example their friends are 


New suspension system advocated

We have so many parents that work that we feel it's self-defeating to 
send the students home to watch soaps all day,"’ said Falconer. ‘The only 
time we really use out-of-school suspension is when a student is fighting or 
we feel he is a danger to himself or others 

Levenson said the need for in-school suspension was noted by several 
faculty members during last year’s needs assessment process. 

The principal has set up a committee, headed by housemaster Gail Stein 
to research and make recommendations on the idea 

At Waltham High School, which has been suspending students ‘indoors’ 
for almost six years, Vice Principal Francis Levey said that school has at 
least one student and usually more in suspension every day. 

Waltham has a special room set aside, staffed by four teachers who 
rotate through for two blocks each. The teachers remain the same every 
day and are chosen for their disciplinary abilities and skill in certain sub- 
ject areas. 

The North committee will hold an open meeting later in the year for 
parents, teachers and students and will continue to encourage acceptance 
of in-school suspension and to hash out some agreement on the exact set-up 
of the system. 

Van Seasholes, principal of Newton South High School, said the idea has 
been tossed around there in the past, but has never been seriously con- 
sidered because of the lack of both funds and space.

North Principal Marya Levenson and other administrators and teachers 
at the school would like to set up an ‘‘in-school suspension’ system 

With such an arrangement, suspended students could be confined to a 
specified, supervised location in the school building, instead of being sent 
home 

Generally, in similar set-ups in other schools, the students must do 
schoolwork or read quietly. They are barred from speaking to one another 
and are only allowed out of the room for one or two brief breaks during the 
day 

Although the student-run newspaper, ‘The Newtonite,’ recently ran an 
editorial that claimed the plan would turn the school into a jail, Betty 
Quinn, director of secondary education for the schools, is in favor of the 
idea, 

‘It is punishment with an academic component,” Quinn explained. ‘It is 
not corporal punishment with solitary confinement and nothing but bread 
and water, 

“One of the reasons for which students are often suspended is excess 
truancy,"’ Quinn elaborated. ‘‘If truancy is based on a desire to be out of 
school, I see little deterrent in being out of school more.”

Proposed fines hit legal

NEWTON — A proposed set of park 
ing fines were found last week to be il 
legal under state law 

The new parking violation fines, ap: 
proved last week by the aldermanic 
Public Safety and Transportation Com- 
mittee, upped by as much as fivefold the 
penalties for some offenses — in some 
instances increasing the penalty for il- 
legal parking from $6 to $25 

But the proposed fines for Garden Ci- 
ty parking scofflaws violate state 
statutes that limit the cost of such fines 
to a maximum of $15, according to a let-

quale, chairman of the Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee, said 
last week the new fines, which would 
replace a dated set in place since 1968, 
would help offset the rising costs for the 
operation of ticketing cars and collec- 
ting fines.

Death penalty study proposed

WEST NEWTON The House of 
Representative last week passed 
a bill sponsored by Rep. David 
Cohen calling for a state study of 

the death penalty 

The legislation was approved 
on a vote of 89 to 61. The House 
Committee on Bills in the Third 
Reading is now reviewing the 
bill. However it is unlikely fur 
ther action will be taken on the 
bill because the Legislative ses- 
sion ends this month 

“T think that the purpose of the 
study is to provide information,” 
Cohen said. ‘‘Although there is a 
great deal of disagreement 
(about capital punishment), 
everyone agrees that it’s pro- 
bably the most important and 


Since it’s so important, it 
should be an informed vote,’’ he 
said. ‘I’m hoping a study will be 
a culmination of a rational in 
quiry into the subject and will 
take the emotionalism and 
rhetoric out of the issue and 
substitute it with rational policy 
reasons.’ 


Cohen spoke of the bill's poten- 
tial suecess with guarded op- 
timism 


It's a queston of time. But I 
think it’s a positive step,” he 
said. “If it doesn’t do well we'll 
bring it up next year.” 

In the 1982 election, 
Massachusetts voters approved 
a constitutional ammendment 
that permitted re-enactment of 
the death penalty. Within weeks, 
the Legislature enacted the 








measure which was then signed 
by former Gov. Edward King 

Newton was among the few 
municipalities to vote down the 
state-wide referendum. 

Despite the vote to re-enact the 
death penalty, Cohen said he ex 
pects the fight to repeal the 
measure will continue. He noted 
that a bill to repeal the death 
penalty has been filed in every 
legislative session since the 
1920s. Cohen filed such legisla- 
tion this year

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In focus 
Witchcraft links him with past

CHESTNUT HILI John Put- 
nam Demos has been obsessed 
with witchcraft for 20 ye 

The Brandeis professor was 
drawn to the occult world even 
before discovering his maternal 
ancestors provoked most of the 
Salem witch trials 

“IT read something about it 
when I was a grad student at 
Berkely in 1953 d I've been 
hooked ever since,’’ he confess- 
ed, explaining what drove him to 
search the court houses of New 
England, reliving the 17th cen- 
tury witch trials through legal 
records, determined to unders- 
tand the terror that obsessed a 
century of New Englanders 

“When I found out several 
years ago that I was descended 
from the same Putnams who 
were the leading accuse I 
had to stick with it after that."’ 

Demos is a gentle man who 
speaks softly a stark contrast 
to the ferocious images lurking in 
his 1982 Bancroft prize-winning 
book about witchcraft 

But last a group of 
modern-day, -acclaimed ‘wit- 
ches’ found Demos threatening 
enough to cast a spell on him. 

It happened while the Brandeis 
history department chairman 
was delivering a lecture on his 
543-page book. When Demos 
divulged his personal views 
about the occult, some ‘practic- 
ing witches’ in the audience 
became enraged. They jumped 
up from their seats, pronounced 
a curse on him in what he termed 
“jibberish” and stormed out of 
the lecture hall. “It was quite 
unsettling,’’ Demos recalled, ad- 
ding that the incantation did not 
seem to alter his life. 

Last week, the Watertown resi- 
dent lectured at Pine Manor Col- 
lege in Newton as part of the 
schools Distinguished Lecturer 
i And although Demos 

ssed his same book, ‘‘Enter- 
taining Satan: Witchcraft and 
the culture of New England,” the 
historian managed to escape 
without attracting the wrath of 
any sorceress. 

Demos does not exactly believe 
the 17th century ‘witches’ had the 
power to cause fits and convul- 
sions in people or afflict cattle 
with sudden, diabolical illnesses. 

But Demos found it equally dif- 
ficult to believe that the 
testimony of ministers who had 
taken the ‘bewitched’ into their 
homes and studied their behavior 
Ww. ll lies, Until a personal ex- 
perience opened up his eyes. 

“At first, it was a hard thing 
for me to understand,”’ Demos 
said, reclining in a chair in his 
book-lined Brandeis office, “I 
would spend days in courtrooms 
all over the area reading records 
filled with testimony which was 
very foreign to my way of think- 
ing. 







































“One of the most difficult 
aspects to understand was the 
hallucination phenomenon. Peo- 
ple were always seeing orninous 
shapes, invisible hands grasping 
people by the throat and all sorts 
of terrifying things which they 
ascribed to the irregular world. 

“T didn’t know how I would be 
able to write about this — but 
then I had a moment in my per- 
sonal experience which helped a 
lot 

The revelation occurred 
several years ago while Demos 
was vacationing with his wife 
and two daughters in the western 
part of the country. He had 
enrolled in the Mount Rainier 
mountaining climbing school to 
learn how to climb glaciers and, 
as part of the cirruculum, rescue 
people from cre Ss. Ropes 
were secured around the 
students’ waists while they 
jumped into a crevasse and were 
then rescued. 

“When my turn came to go in, I 
went over the lip, dropped 10 to 15 
feet and the rope held me as it 
should have,’’ Demos recalled. 
“Then I looked down and thought 
to myself, ‘I’ve never seen such a 
deep, dark totally terrifying void 
in my life.’ 

‘And then I looked down at the 
rope and I could see the knot 
slowly pulling apart,’’ he 
repeated in a hushed tone, 
twisting and pulling his hands 
apart as if they were an im- 
aginary knot unravelling. “I 
thought to myself, ‘In 30 seconds, 
I'll be plunging toward the bot- 
tom.’ 

“T started screaming frantical- 
ly for help and when the instruc- 
tor ran over, I yelled, ‘My knot! 
My knot! It’s coming apart!’ He 
looked at me and said, ‘Your knot 
is fine.’ And it was. 

“But I can still see the rope 
pulling apart as I speak to you.” 

He was also able to see the 
strong power of fear. ‘“‘I realized 
it was possible to ‘miss-see’ 
under great anxiety,” he noted. 
“They were clearly under terror, 
sometimes there was anger at 
the supposed witch and under 
those circumstances, they could 
see or believe anything. 

“Tt was also an easy way to ex- 
plain the bad things that happen- 
ed to them.” 

Demos believes the undercur- 
rent of terror that spread and 
lingered throughout the towns in 
17th century New England has 
been misrepresented in modern 
day accounts. 

“Our conventional understan- 
ding has been flawed by an over- 
concentration on a few wit- 
cheraft episodes in Salem,”’ he 
claimed. ‘Most people don’t 
realize that the majority of wit- 
ches who were brought to trial 
were acquitted. It’s unjust to 
these New England folks to 
believe that all someone had to 
do was point an acccusing finger

at a person and she was burned 
at the stake. 

“Witchcraft was a part of 
everyday life. No one questioned 
the whole idea of witchcraft, the 
issue was only who was a witch 
and in what ways. 

“But there were only about 20 
executions in Salem and another 
20 in the rest of New England, 
which isn’t as many as people 
think, considering there were 
over 120 cases brought to trial. 

“But even though they were 
not strung up, they still had to 
live for years under the cloud of 
suspician,’’ Demos added. ‘And 
their everyday life was poisoned 
by that.’’ 

Take the story of 16-year-old 
Elizabeth Knapp, who was living 
and working in the Groton 
minister's home in 1691 when she 
suddenly began to fall into a pat- 
tern of fits. Demos believes her 
story not only illustrates the 
prevelence of witchcraft in the 
culture but also contradicts 
claims that all trials ended in 
sure death. 

What began as complaints of 
sudden pains in different parts of 
Elizabeth’s body led to shrieking, 
screaming jibberish and claims 
of seeing shapes. According to 
court records, Elizabeth would 
race around the room shrieking 
at the top of her lungs, and try to 
fling herself into the fireplace. 
“Tt took four people to hold her 
down,’’ Demos said the 
townspeople had testified. 

“It was probably painful from 
her point of view but also gratify- 
ing as she became the center of 
attraction in that town,” surmis- 
ed Demos, who holds a degree 
from the Institute of 
Psychoanalysis in Chicago.

Mangia Bene Cambo Cent Anno 
(eat well and live for 100 years), 
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An unhealthy view of mental health scene

NEWTON At age 18, John has 
already reached the end of his state 
support rope. A behavior disordered 
boy who has been in trouble with the 
courts in the past, he was placed in 
the psychiatric unit of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital over a month 
ago after a fight in which another 
person was mildly injured. 

John’s counselors and advocate 
feel he is now ready for release to a 
residential treatment program 
where he can work on the skills 
necessary to find a job and function 
in the community. But there are no 
residential openings in the area 

Because he is 18, neither the 
schools nor the Department of 
Social Services (DSS) is responsible 
for John, The Department of Mental 
Health (DMH) supports only pro- 
grams, not individuals and all of 
their slots are filled. 

John’s family is unable to deal 
with him and he is too disturbed to 
be released into the community. He 
has been on the hospital unit the 
maximum time allowed and must 
leave within the next few days. 

John is actually a composite of 
several cases now confronting the 
area Office for Children. 

These cases are the people who 
have fallen between the cracks in 
the country’s financial support 
systems. They have alw; existed, 
but in the past decade, those cracks 
have become chasms and_ the 
number of victims has multiplied 
enormously. 

Until the beginning of this week, 
the local Office for Children listed 
nine adolescents in need of residen- 
tial placements who had been turn- 
ed away by DSS. 

Intervention by Governor 
Michael Dukakis, who announced 
he would support a $9.7 million 
emergency funding appropriation 
in January, cleared up the situation. 
But the problem reaches far beyond 
DSS and mental health ad- 
ministrators foresee much more 
serious difficulties in the future. 

“We all have to realize that 
there’s just never going to be 
enough money in spite of all we can 
do as administrators and 
legislators,’’ declared Gerald 











Bereika, DMH area director for the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston- 
Needham area. “We may have to 
start cutting back on how much we 
can do and stop trying to be all 
things to all people.” 

The current situation is a far cry 
from the late 1960s, when the field of 
mental health enjoyed a heyday of 
funding and new, innovative pro- 
grams sprang up across the coun- 
try. 

By the early 1970s, the belt was 
already beginning to tighten. And 
now mental health care providers 
say that in the past few years they 
have lost much of their federal fun- 
ding and have been stretched as far 
as they can go. 

At the same time, the costs of pro- 
viding services has increased. Day 
treatment programs for the severe- 
ly disabled, for example, often cost 
$40-60,000 a year for each client 

Many agencies have received 
level funding from the state for 
several years, which allows for no 
inflationary increases. They are 
coping by cutting back on staff, not 
giving cost-of-living increases to 
their employees, reducing their 
hours and services and trying to 
take in more paying clients. 

The Newton-Wellesley-Weston- 
Needham Multi-Service Center pro- 
vides room and food, counseling and 
social services for runaways and 
other troubled adolescents and has 
focused on free services. 

“We intentionally did not charge 
fees in the beginning, feeling that 
we were an outgrowth of an ex- 
pressed need to provide services for 
adolescents in crisis who might not 
be willing to go through a fee- 
charging agency, but who would go 
through a walk-in agenc: xplain- 
ed Lowell Haynes, executive direc- 
tor of the center. 

“We are still determined that 
we're not going to charge fees to 
kids under the age of 18 if we can 
hold out,’’ Haynes continued. ‘But 
in the last few years, we have been 
more agressive about seeking fees 
from those over the age of 18." 

Other agencies tell similar 
stories. 

“We've had no new programs in 
the last three year. reported 
Gloria Tinder, DMH associate area

NEWTON No one likes a drunk 
driver. 


But the effectiveness of roadblocks 
to remove intoyicated drivers from 
city streets has been challenged by 
those who believe serious constitu- 
tional questions outweigh all other 
considerations 


Those questions regarding 
unreasonable search and seizure and 
the absence of probable cause 
have held state grant monies for the 
roadblocks hostage over almost 
three months until the matter could 
be resolved. 


The constitutional questions still 
remain but two aldermanic commit- 
tees have moved to accept a $16,500 
fety

Members of both committees were 
apparently swayed by statistics that 
show the roadblocks, in effect almost 
every weekend since early July, have 
changed the habits and attitudes of 
residents toward drinking and driv- 
ing, 


It is deterrence through a perceiv- 
ed risk of getting caught that is the 
long range aim of the roadblock pro- 
gram and statistics compiled by the 
Newton Police Department seem to 
indicate that the operation has been a 
success, 


For September, 1983, arrests for 
driving while intoxicated (DWI) 
were down 50 percent over the same 
month last year. ln Octob 1983, 
DWI arrests dropped 45 percent over 
the same period in 1982 and another 
50 percent decrease was recorded for 
the month of November. 





And it is the deterrent effect of 
roadblock programs that has kept 


DWI arrests down, despite a concen- 
trated effort to apprehend drunken 
drivers, local officials say 

The International Association of 
Chiefs of Police recently encouraged 
the use of ‘sobriety checkpoints” to 
reduce the number of drunk drivers 
on the roads because of the high 
visibility and public interest 
roadblocks generate within a com- 
munity. 

Community organizations, such as 
Mothers Against Drunken Driving 
(MADD), have made it clear that 
any procedures that reduce the 
number of alcohol-related fatalities 
is a good thing 





But legal minds will not be 
satisfied until the U.S. Supreme 
Court decides once and for all 


whether roadblocks for the purpose 
of identifying drunk drivers is con- 
stitutional. 

And that is something the U.S. 
Supreme Court has so far refused to 
consider.

Steps taken to regulate 
state's massage parlors

NEWTON — Women and men 
who want to practice massage by 
hand will have to be certified by 
a state registration board if a 
proposal in its design stages is 
enacted by the Legislature. 

An ad hoc committee compris- 
ed of medical and public health 
officials is in the process of draf- 
ting the legislation 

The massage occupation has 
been prone to abuses in 
Massachusetts, acco: g to 
some public health officials. 

Newton Director of Health Ber- 
nice Joyal said the proposal 
won't be introduced into the 
Legislature for several months. 
The committee, of which Joyal is 
a member, is seeking legislative 
sponsors 

The registration board would 
be responsible for screening an 
individual's credentials, educa- 
tion and experience before certi- 





fying them as a masseuse or 
masseur. 

A Watertown woman in 
September petitioned the Board 
of Health for a massage license. 
To date, the mother of two 
children has not received the 
license. 

Her petition is expected to be 
reconsidered at this month’s 
Board of Health meeting, Health 
Director Joseph DiVico said 
“We are not trying to put her 
off,’' he said 


Asked why there was a need 





for a five-member state registra- 
tion panel, Brookline Health 
Director John Locke replied, 


“You know, you read about it in 
the papers. There has been pro- 
stitution and all kinds of flim- 
flam operations disguised as 
massage parlors.” 

Locke, who represents the 
state Health Officers Association 
on the ad hoc committee, said his 
colleagues recognize the need for 
massage services 





Locke said his colleagues feel 
the massage profession requires 
controls similar to the licensing 
process that medical practioners 
and hair stylists are subjected to. 

One of the major concerns ex- 
pressed by the Watertown Board 
of Health was that massage 
operators might offer medical 
advice to their clients. Board of 
Health members said these peo- 
ple should work under the direc- 
tion of a physician or be able to 
provide proof of adequate 
medical training. 

Schools of massage would be 
inspected by agents of the state 
registration board, said Joyal. 

However, massage 
establishments would continue to 
be regulated and inspected by 
local health boards, she added 


Albert Hunt, president of the 
state chapter of the American 
Massage and Therapy Associa- 
tion, could not be reached Thurs- 
day for a comment.

NEWTON — Twenty-two years have now 
passed since President John F. Kennedy 
established the Peace Corps. And in those 
years, the organization, like an ocean tide, 
has had its highs and lows. 

Newell Flather of Newton was one of the 
first to join. His two-year sting in Ghana was 
often traumatic and fraught with anxiety. 
Yet, he believes that the Peace Corps ex- 
perience left a positive mark on his life and on 
his host country. 

Today, F lather is a successful businessman 
and serves on the board of directors of Oxfam, 
an international relief organization. His two- 
story colonial home is filled with artifacts 
from Ghana. 

In his living room are wooden African 
sculptures and straw-woven baskets. On the 
walls are African maps and an almost life- 
size pastel painting of African diplomats sit- 
ting around a dinner table. 

The spring of 1961 was a “very unusual’ 
time for him. He remembers standing in a 
Harvard University dormitory courtyard one 
evening as a 22-year old senior, listening to 
the rhetoric of Allard K. Lowenstein, who 
later led the ‘‘Dump Johnson" movement as a 
New York congressman. 

“Lowenstein spoke for two or three hours 
about poverty, civil rights, the U.S. role 
overseas,” says Flather, ‘‘My friends and I 
were spellbound. We had never heard such 
talk. We wondered if he was a prognosticator 
of the coming decade.” 

(Lowenstein was later assassinated in his 
office.) 

A young, charismatic Kennedy had just 
taken the reins of government in 1961, On 
television, it was the era of the Mickey Mouse 
Club, American Bandstand and Ed Sullivan. 
In sports, Roger Maris and Mickey Mantle 
battled to break Babe Ruth’s home run 
record, 

In the not-too-distant future, the Bay of 
Pigs, the Cuban Missile Crisis and Vietnam 
would force profound re-evaluation of the col- 
lective American spirit. 

Flather says he didn't know if the newly- 
elected President was going to be a threat or 
was, in effect, pointing out new avenues for 
American potentialities. ‘‘The year 1961 was a 
naive but changing: time. Looking back, I 
don't know if we were the last of the silent 
generation or the first of the alert genera- 
tion.” 

On July 4, 1961, Flather, along with 60 other

volunteers ready to serve in Ghana, entered 
the Peace Uorps'’ tirst training program at the 
University of California in Berkeley. 

“It seemed like the seven-week program 
had been hastily thrown together, but it turn- 
ed out to be utterly extraordinary — one of the 
best learning experiences imaginable.” 

Four of the nation’s leading scholars 
specializing in Africa were on hand to work 
with the volunteers. They attempted to break 
down cultural biases and send the volunteers 
off with a ‘‘pre-admiration”’ of the country. 

The program included lectures on 
Ghanaian culture, extensive health prepara- 
tion and language training. Each volunteer 
spent time working in a San Francisco 
hospital emergency room and watching 
movies on leprosy and other African diseases. 

“TI think they wanted to make the challenge 
seem harder than it was going to be,”’ recalls 
Flather, 

The program also included medical and 
psychiatric evaluations. Three psychiatrists 
were assigned to the group to determine how 
Stable each volunteer was. Ten people were 
deselected and never made it. 

That week, 50 volunteers left for Ghana. 
After a 24-hour plane flight which included 











Many an evening was spent in Winneba's 
nightclubs. ‘Ghanaians love to dance," he 
says. ‘‘We'd go downtown around 11 p.m. to 
dance the ‘high-life,’ a processional, rhythmic 
shuffle.” 

About halfway through the first year, 
Flather began to lose weight, became 
depressed and felt like going home. (Peace 
Corps volunteers are free to leave at any point 
during their stay.) ‘I felt that in order to 
make a real contribution, I would have had to 
stay at least ten more years.”’ 

Flather decided to stick-it-out partly 
because of a non-Peace Corps black 
American who had arrived just a week after 
he did. 

“At first, we didn’t really hit it off very well. 
He was black and I was white, I’m not sure 
whether it was competition to be accepted, 
our color difference or what — but it certainly 
wasn't the Peace Corps experience that I ex- 
pected," 

However, after Flather returned from a 
Christmas break in Upper Volta, each had 
missed the company of another American so 
much, that they joined forces to produce ‘*The 
King and I" at school 























stopovers in the Azores and Senegal, F lather 
and his companions landed in Accra, Ghana's 
capital city. 

The scene at the airport would have brought 
a lump to President Kennedy's throat, ac- 
cording to Flather. ‘We walked off the plane 
singing Ghana's national anthem in Twi — the 
national language.”’ 

After additional training and a one-week 
tour of the country, Flather was sent to Win- 
neba, a former slave port on the Atlantic 
coast, where he was to teach in a regional 
secondary school. 

He describes Winneba as a town of 8,000 to 
9,000 persons who lived in white-washed 
cinder-or-mud-block homes with tin roofs. 
“The streets were laid out like any small 
American city and it had a 1920's British col- 
onial look. There was even a_ theater 
downtown called the Washington, which 
showed English-language movies.” 

Flather lived in a dormitory-style apart- 
ment on the school grounds for most of his 
two-year stay. He ate traditional Ghanaian 
foods such as yams, casaba (a tuber-like 
vegetable) and various meats. His days were 
spent teaching traditional high school sub- 
jects to students who already knew English, 
since English was the language of commerce

School dept.

NEWTON Questions without answers 
seems to be the theme of the School Depart- 
ment’'s dealings with its transportation contrac- 
tor this year 

Why does Commonwealth Coach Company 
continue to put cars without radios on the road? 

Why are many of the drivers not adequately 
trained in their routes? 

Why did the company send representatives to 
Monday night's School Committee meeting who 
were unable to respond to many queries? 

And where was the list of vehicle serial 
numbers and driver identifications that the 
School Department asked Commonwealth Coach 
to turn in by the end of the working day Monday? 

Although they may never find out why the 
company has been performing so poorly this

year, the department hopes to at least put an end 
to some of the recent problems by conducting a 
check this week of all the vehicles in the Newton 
contract. Newton police officers will be present 
to cite immediately any vehicle found to be not 
up to specifications. 

Mayor Theodore Mann also extracted a pro- 
mise from Commonwealth Coach officials Mon- 
day night that the list of vehicles and drivers 
would be turned in by noon today. Such a report 
is actually required in the company ’s contract, 
but has never been provided. 

School officials are concerned that the com- 
pany may be changing the cars, buses and 
drivers on Newton routes without the notice to 
the city — substituting unsafe and unequiped 
vehicles operated by drivers unfamiliar with the 
runs. 

“We're determined to hold their (Com- 
monwealth Coach's) feet to the fire until we get 
results,’’ vowed John Cullinane, director of pupil 
personnel services. 

Cullinane’s department has been particularly 
plagued by transportation difficulties this year 
through the special needs contract. 

Although the upcoming complete inspection is 
an unusual request, the School Department has 
been carrying out spot checks of one or two 
vehicles a week all year, requesting without war- 
ning that certain cars or buses be brought to the 
Education Center for examination 

Nancy Mann, School Committee chairperson, 
asked Roy Cornelius, director of support ser- 
vices, how he could be certain that the tires or 
radio found on one vehicle do not get switched 
after the check. It was a suspicion she said had 
been reported to her by several persons 

The answer was, basically, that he could not, 
but that the department is working on getting the 
serial numbers of each item and developing a 
system for recording and checking them 

Mayor Mann was outraged that such a ques- 
tion even needed to be asked and declared he was 
against doing business with a company that 
would send kids out in a car with wornout tires, 

Mayor Mann fired questions at the Com- 
monwealth Coach representatives and pressured 
them into telephoning their operations manager 
during the Schoo! Committee meeting to relay ci- 
ty demands 

Present at the meeting were Lloyd Huskins, an 
employee in the Commonwealth Coach's school 
bus operations who said he has been with the 
company five weeks, and Janet Macdonald, who 
supervises special needs vehicles on the road for 
the company 

Committee Chairperson Mann spelled out the

“All people at different times 
of the year can go through a mild 
depression but this type of 
depression is more common dur- 
ing the holiday season,’’ Jacobs 
said.

As a 
result, more people entering the 
field have professional degrees, she 
says. 

“Women can be instrumental in

Barbara Gilmore, the director of 
Psychiatric Ambulatory Services at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
believes the media is partly respon- 
sible for the loneliness and depres- 
sion some people feel during the 
holidays. 

“The media emphasizes the 
positive which is not realistic,” she 
said. “No matter what you do,

Beginning sometime around 
Thanksgiving and lasting through 
Christmas and New Year's, 
Gilmore said many of her clients 
feel lonely, moody and irritable. 

“Many people will fight those 
feelings without understanding 
what they’re all about and become 
party people, really revved-up,” 
she said. ‘‘Some people will go shop- 
ping to get in the Christmas spirit 




















and other people medicate 
themselves with alcohol and food.”” 


Carol Thomas, a volunteer with 
the 24-hour Contact Help Line in 
Newtonville, believes ‘‘people get 
an idea in their head about how 
things should go and then they don’t 
happen that way 

She said those ‘‘who make up 
their minds on what they really 
want to happen and then it doesn’t 
materialize” are setting themselves 
up for a big letdown

A former teacher and school ad- 
ministrator, Chisholm stressed Fri 
day the need to get back to basics, 
insure that children can read and 
write, improve discipline in the 
schools so student behavior does not 
interfere with learning and prepare 
kids for a technologically advanced 
world through increased instruction 
in math and sciences. 

Chisholm was not speaking to the 
educators, however. She was 
lighting a fire under the students to 
make them get out there and get 
what they need, to take responsibili- 
ty for their own education. 

“Word power that’s what 
counts in America today,” declared 
Chisholm, her powerful voice ris- 
ing. ‘Brain power. Repeat after 
me: brain power...Say it again.”” 

The auditorium resounded as the 
students belted out the catch-word. 

“As long as you have it up here,”’ 
Chisholm continued, her hand poin- 
ting to her head and her voice ris- 
ing, ‘‘no one will be able to take it 
away from you.” 

The spirited civil and human 
rights advocate bowed out of the 
political arena recently and in 
January will begin her third and 
last semester as Purington Pro- 
fessor at Mt. Holyoke College in 
South Hadley 

“But you might as well not go to 
school,”’ said Chisholm, throwing 
the challenge to the sea of young 
faces before her, “if you're not go- 
ing to use your education to correct 
what's wrong.’ 

Voting is the strength of a 
democracy, she stressed repeated- 
ly. 














Ever since the founding of this 
country, we were told and we were 
made to believe that this country is 
a democratic land in which exists a 
government of the people, by the 
people and for the people, yet so 
many of these people are suffer- 
ing,’’ Chisholm announced angrily, 
her voice wrapped in the pain of 
caring.

Chisholm, who brought civil 
rights into a new era through her 
1972 run for the presidency, knows it 
takes strength and determination to 
bring about change.

Oh, the shoppers are nestled on crowded street corners, while visions of 
profits dance through local retailers’ heads. 

With less than three shopping days left, Garden City merchants are now 
enjoying one of the biggest holiday shopping booms in several years, ac- 
cording to area merchants 

But the boon has also brought about busy throughfares, crowded stores 
and increased shop-lifting, an inherent factor in this the most festive 
Season of the year. 

“Business is very good, very brisk and we expect that it will continue 
through the end of the shopping season,’’ said Barbara Levy, owner of 
Levy Hardware in Newton Centre. 

“Business is exceptional. Last weekend was the biggest in the history of 
Filene’s at Chestnut Hill, ’’ said Carl Chudnofsky, vice-president and 
general manager for Filene’s in Chestnut Hill. 

“We made a lot of changes in service, sales and have added new depart- 
ment id shops dealing with better merchandise,” explaining that the 
store’s merchandise is geared to gift giving this year. 

“T think that this year the optimism and enthusiasm about the economic 
recovery has stimulated a lot of carefree buying. Our Christmas last year 
year it's even better,”’ John Ruel, operational v 
and store manager for Bloomingdales at the Chestnut Hill Mall 

The increase in holiday shopping is the result of several factors, said 
Lew Songer, executive vice-president of the Newton Needham Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“Consumer confidence is up,” he explained, ‘‘Even though there are still 
pockets of unemployment, consumers don’t feel the burden that they did a 
year ago."

What's behind 
drunk drivers? 


We concur with the sentiment, voiced by 
some aldermen, that the consitutionality 
of roadblocks is suspect, but we also dread 
the possibility that their demise might 
result in more tragic highway deaths. 

With the holidays upon us, and with the 
spirits of the holidays being largely of the 
distilled variety these days, it seems ap- 
propriate that some effort be made to curb 
the incidence of drunk driving. 

“Saturation patrols,’ the measure the 
police have substituted for roadblocks, 
have yet to prove their effectiveness; but 
last June, when roadblocks were the latest 
rage, they were recommended by the 
chairman of the aldermanic Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee and other 
city officials. Saturating the city with 
police cruisers on the lookout for drunk 
drivers might well lead to a continued 
reduction in the number of highway 
deaths, and the new policy avoids the con- 
stitutional questions that have yet to be 
answered regarding the stopping of cars 
without probable cause. 

The Board of Alderman deserves to be 
congratulated for its collective concern 
with the rights guaranteed all of us by the 
Constitution. Except for the pokes taken at 
roadblocks by a few pundits and the pro- 
tests of Ward 7 Alderman-at-Large Verne 
Vance, stopping drivers at random and 
ticketing them for not having a lights on 
their license plates was largely hailed as 
an effective means for achieving a desired 
end. 

While the state-funded roadblocks prov- 
ed beneficial to the overtime account of the 
Police Department, and while statistics 
reveal that the number of highway 
tragedies resulting from drunk driving 
decreased, the question of their constitu- 
tionality was rightly perceived as being 
the overriding one. 

With 1984 just around the corner, it 
seems appropriate to scrutinize the rights 
of privacy guaranteed by our constitution 
and the public policies that might be con- 
sidered threats to those rights. After all, 
the ‘“‘Big Brother’’ policies Orwell describ- 
ed in his classic picture of a futuristic 
society were originally designated as be- 
ing aimed at the welfare of the public. 

It would be difficult, but more ap- 
propriate and ultimately more effective, if 
a less mechanical approach to the problem 
were adopted. The effects of drunks on the 
highways is well-evidenced by the 
headlines in the daily paper. The cause of 
the problem is much more obscure. 

Why is it people feel so comfortable get- 
ting loaded and jumping behind the wheel 
of two-ton juggernaut that can turn into a 
deadly weapon in the blink of a bloodshot 
eye? Why is it that vehicular death with 
alcohol-related causes has become an 
epidemic the effects of which are to be 
found in nearly every high school in the 
country? 

Attacking the causes of the problem is 
not within the purview of the Police 
Department. They should be encouraged 
to make their ‘‘saturation patrols” as ef- 
fective as possible, without encroaching on 
the rights of the citizenry. 

In the meantime, drunk driving should 
be researched like any disease that takes 
so many lives every year. With enough 
minds and money applied to it, a cure can 
surely be found.

Roadblocks not the best answer

Increasingly, states trying to combat the pro- 
blem of drinking and driving have begun in- 
stituting spot-checks by police, particularly dur- 
ing major holiday weekends. 

State police set up roadblocks in target areas 
and stop motorists at regular intervals to deter- 
mine if the driver is under the influence of 
alcohol. 

Rhode Island recently joined the ranks, with 
an announcement that state police would be set- 
ting up drunk driving roadblocks during the 
Christmas and New Year weekends. 

Admittedly, something needs to be done to 
combat the staggering number of motorists who 
mix alcohol and driving either occasionally or 
habitually, Rhode Island has taken a number of 
significant steps forward with tougher laws and 
an enforcement campaign to go with them. 

But there is a serious question as to whether 
police roadblocks should be part of the answer. 

Supporters argue that such roadblocks are on- 
ly a minor inconvenience, and do not interfere 
with the rights of innocent citizens. They also 
argue that if people who have nothing to hide 
they have nothing to worry about. 

Opponents of the roadblocks say that such ran- 
dom actions are a violation of basic rights. 

The issue is one of those painful ones, where 
practically everyone agrees on the seriousness 
of the problem and the need to reduce its impact, 
but where the potential for abuse, rather than ac-

tual instances, must be the deciding factor. On 
that basis, apparently good solutions sometimes 
have to be abandoned. 





The potential for abuse in the case of drunk 
driving roadblocks is clear, and smacks of the 
opportunity for a blatant violation of the protec- 
tions against unreasonable search and seizure, 
or even personal retribution. 

The roadblocks plan may only cause a sober 
driver a little minor pain, But left unattended, 
small pains have a way of turning into big 
headaches. 

And there is still a question of whether the 
percentage of arrests makes the time and ex- 
pense of such roadblocks worthwhile. 

It should be also noted Rhode Island has em- 
barked on a massive education campaign by 
members of the Strategic Development Commis- 
sion who have been speaking to several groups or 
in public forums every day. 

It might not be a bad example to use in con- 
structing a similar effort on the dangers and 
senselessness of drunk driving. The sym- 
pathetic, ‘‘We've all done it” attitude is the big- 
gest obstacle in making a dent in the problem. 

The 21-year-old drinking age is also worthy of 
consideration. 

But as far as roadblocks, Rep. Frank J. 
Fiorenzano, D-Providence, chairman of the 
House Committee on Special Legislation, recent- 
ly summed it up. He urged a move toward 
“tougher drunk driving laws, but not the 
abridgement of the law-abiding citizen’s con- 
stitutional rights." 

It's the only real way to insure that those with 
nothing to hide truly have nothing to fear.

Life expectancy has improved significantly 
throughout most of the 20th century for U.S, 
citizens in ever roup except one — those 
ranging in age from 15 to 24, 

The single leading cause of death in that age 
group is motor vehicle accidents in which the 
youthful drivers have been drinking liquor, beer 
or wine 

There are approximately 25,000 annua! traffic 
fatalities in which alcohol is a factor — and a 
disproportionately high 8,500 of those who die are 
under age 25 

The statistics are irrefutable, the evidence is 
overwhelming and the conclusion is in- 
escapable: Allowing young men and women to 
drink and drive is the equivalent of sending them 
on suicide missions that not only result in their 
deaths but also jeopardize the lives of countless 
other drivers, passengers and pedestrians 

Alcohol-impaired driving is nothing short of a 
national scandal,” says James E. Burnett Jr 
chairman of the National Transportation Safety 
Board. ‘Drunk driving is... the most pervasive 
form of lawlessness in this country,”’ 

People of all ages are guilty of driving while in. 
toxicated, but the problem is clearly most severe 
among the young who lack experience in hand 
ing two tasks — driving and drinking — which re- 
quire a considerable measure of maturity, judg- 
ment and restraint 

The results: Those under 25 account for slight 
ly less than 22 percent of all licensed drivers but 
are involved in 36 percent of all highway ac 
cidents and are the victims in 34 percent of all 
fatal crashes. 

Statistically,"’ says Diane K. Steed, head of 











the National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration, ‘the rate of aleohol-involved fatal 
accidents for drivers und 1 is almost three 
times the rate for drivers between the ages of 25 
and 45,"" 

Although a nationwide public opinion poll con- 
ducted by the Gallup Organization one year ago 
found that 58 percent of those survyed who were 
between the ages of 18 21 favored a 
nintimum drinking age of 21 ny young people 
in that age group insist they have a “right” to 
drink 

They cite the fact that in many states 18 is con- 
sidered the age of majority when people are 
legally allowed to vote, marry, enter into binding 
contracts and serve on juries. None of those ac- 
tivities, however, poses the terrifying threat of 
death on an epidemic seale

Nevertheless, many states thoughtlessly 
lowered the drinking age to 18 in the years im- 
mediately following the 1971 ratification of the 
26th Amendment to the Constitution, which 
reduced the legal voting age to 18.

Schmidt on his new treasurer 


On November 30, 1983 Rocco An- 
tonelli resigned as Treasurer of 
Middlesex County. The cir 
cumstances of his resignation, as 
well as those surrounding the nam- 
ing of his successor, Mr. William 
Gustus of Wilmington, have 
resulted in a measure of controver: 
sy. I would like to take a moment to 
place those events in perspective 

Mr. Antonelli resigned his office 
and agreed to drop his appeal of an 
earlier Ethics Commission finding 
of conflict of interest against him in 
his capacity as Treasurer. He also 
agreed to pay a 50 fine levied 
against him by the Ethics Commis- 
sion as a result of that finding. The 
District Attorney’s Office 
simultaneously agreed to forego 
trying Mr. Antonelli for a second 
time on a criminal complaint of the 
same charges. The first trial of Mr. 
Antonelli had ended in a mistrial 
when the jury was unable to reach a 
verdict. This series of events was 
not one which I had sought, nor was 
it one to which I looked forward. 

The resignation of Mr. Antonelli 
did, however, place with the Board 
of Commissioners a situation for 
which I was not wholly unprepared. 
Since I took office almost one year 
ago, Mr. Antonelli has been under 
indictment. The record of convic- 
tion on charges previously upheld 
by the Ethics Commission is excep- 
stent, and the statute 
out the naming of a 
county Treasurer to complete unex- 
pired terms is very explicit. I would 
have been greatly remiss in my 
responsibilities had I not considered 
the desirable qualities of a 
treasurer should the necessity of ap- 
pointing one arise. 

When the resignation did occur, 
therefore, I was prepared to act 
with speed. I did so for three 
reasons: 

1. Most importantly, I wanted to 
insure a smooth, orderly transition 
of office. At the time, Mr. Antonelli 
informed us of the resignation there 
was no Assistant Treasurer 
available to conduct the necessary 
business of the County; no in- 
dividual was authorized to sign 
county checks. 

2. The office of the District At- 
torney not only informed us that 
these circumstances constituted an 
emergency meeting under the Open 
Meeting Law, but urged us to holda 
meeting as soon as possible in order 
to carry out the necessary business 
involved in the transfer of office. 

3. The final reason I had for acting 
vith haste was to try to keep this 
task of appointing a Treasurer from 
the realm of back-room deals and 
political opportunism. Knowing that 
I was recommending a qualified, 
professional candidate, whom I 
hoped would be accepted by the en- 
tire Board, I sought, by acting 
quickly, to forestall an auction of 
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the post to the individual who of- 
fered the greatest political 
payback. As it was, in the three 
days between the resignation of Mr. 
Antonelli and the appointment of 
Mr. Gustus, I was called by more 
than a dozen politicians within the 
county who sought the job for 
themselves or their associates 

Others on the Board saw the situa 
tion differently and sought to delay 
the process. Whether the delay was 
sought for the above-mentioned 
reason or some other, I cannot say 
At any rate, the delay was sought 
through the bringing of civil action 
in the Superior Court charging a 
violation of the Open Meeting Law. 
In my opinion this action was an 
abuse of judicial process; a 
malicious, groundless prosecution 
which served only to disrupt and not 
to enlighten, Prior to a full hearing 
on this matter the charge was drop- 
ped at the request of the Complai- 
nant, because there was no 
evidence to support the charge 

All of this brings me to the actual 
naming of a Treasurer. For the en- 
tire eleven months during which I 
have held the office of Commis- 
sioner, and, in fact, going back to 
the time I worked in the Sheriff's 
Department two years before that, I 
have been singularly impre 
with the capabilities of Bill Gustus 
As Commissioner Larkin’s Head 
Executive Assistant and as the first 
Policy Manager of the reorganiz 
Commissioner's Office, as the Ac: 
ting Director of the County Hospital 
and its Acting Fiscal Affairs Direc- 
tor, and even Commissioner 
McLaughlin’s choice three months 
ago as permanent Hospital Direc- 
tor, Bill Gustus has never failed to 
impress me as a competent and 
capable administrator with an ex- 
traordinary grasp of the financial 
affairs of the County. 

Mr. Gustus is also in the unique 
position of having the knowledge of 
someone who has worked closely 
with the County system over the 
past few years, while at the same 
time having the objectivity and the 
willingness to look at things freshly 
that a career Treasurer’s Depart- 
ment employee might lack. 

In addition to his professional 
qualities, Bill Gustus is a man of 
considerable character. He is 
trustworthy, diligent, open and 
honest. He has earned the respect of 
his peers, his subordinates, the 
Board of Commissioners, the Mid- 
dlesex County Advisory Board, and 
the press. 

Ultimately, though, the electorate 
will rule on this decision. It is my 
belief that, should Mr. Gustus 
choose to run for this office in 1984, 
the voters of Middlesex County will 
find that I made the right choice.

God knows, the burden put on parents at Christmas is great enough 
Every year, at this time, they are faced with the impossible task of 
recreating for their children something that has yet to be created: the 
perfect Christmas. 

It is the Christmas that exists only in the artistry 
Rockwell.

There is a fire in the fireplace that lends a happy glow to the perfectly 
decorated living room. 

It requires an olympic effort by parents even to approximate this 
stereotype we are all ~ kids and grownups - stuck with. For single 
parents, whose ranks are growing every year for a variety of reasons, 
the task might appear to be too much 

Diane, a single mother, sits in her apartment wondering how she is 
ever going to pull off this Christmas for her 12-year-old boy, who has 
been talking about nothing but video games, computers and skis since 
before Thanksgiving. 

Her budget could just barely handle the rent, the clothes, the food and 
the rest of it. Even before Thanksgiving, she could not see room in it for

If she can just get a tree together, do some decorating, buy the mak 
ings of a good meal and a couple of small presents, she might be able to 
convince the boy his household is partaking of the bounty of the season. 

What about Dad? Shouldn’t he be on the living room floor with the boy 
on Christmas morning, playing with the electric train? That would be 
nice, but Diane and her boy might tell you Dad is another luxury they 
can not afford on Christmas. 

Carol, another single mother, is going to create Christmas for two 
kids, a boy and a girl. Financially, it will be as tough for her as it will be 
for Diane, but she has a couple of things working in her favor. 

First, with two kids, the job of concocting the illusion of Christmas 
cut in half, not doubled. The kids feed each other's fantasies, 4 
together, they can convince themselves they were the center of Santa's 
attention on Christmas Eve. 

Second, as strong members of a local church, Carol’s little family sees 
the religious side of Christmas Day. While the day has become a 
celebration of ‘‘the family”’ for many, it remains a religious event for 
them, They find great fulfillment in celebrating the first birthday of

For single fathers, the day is different. Those with custody of their 
kids find themselves faced with many of the same problems as single 
mother he budget is tight. Work does not allow time for shopping or 
decorating. Cooking a turkey still seems comparable to running a four- 
minute mile. 

The lucky Dads take their kids to Grandma’s house. The others hasti- 
ly piece together the fabric of a Christmas, the bulk of it being credit 
card plastic, and hope they can get through the day without the kids see- 
ing through the illusion. 

For fathers away from their kids, the ideal of Christmas with the 
family lingers on and it can haunt them like the ghost of Christmas past.

While the reasons for their objections 
varied, all the aldermen registering op- 
position to Jefferson's letter plan 
believe the unofficial tally that ousted

daughters, Heather and April, to his

At that point, a client suggested 
she build a kitchen, and both she 
and her doorknobs gratefully 
agreed, Securing a loan from her 
parents, Jack and Deborah, she of- 
ficially opened a wholesale business 
in Harvard Square in 1974. 

The client-cookie cooker relation- 
ship crumbled quickly though so the 
34-year-old transformed herself 
from wholesaler to retailer, a 
change which has her tiny frame 
radiating with success. Rosie's, the 
corporation, opened in “funky” In- 
man Square to the bliss of 
chocoholics and the dismay of 
dieters and new-found competitors 

And the rest is a succ story 
which would have Jack LaLanne 
holding his sides in anguish. For 
nearly three years Rosie carried the 
expanding business alone — gather- 
ing awards like so many cookie 
sheets, but straying dangerously 
close to burn-out 


“So then I married 
(Winograd),"' she sa “Tt was just 
too much for one person.

Winograd, a former Boston drug- 
rehabilitation administrator, was 
sick of social services, so the mar- 
riage evolved into a business and 
emotional bond.

‘It started because I didn’t know 
how to do frosted flowers and I 
didn't ke that sugary stuff 
anyway,”’ she says. 





Although delighted with her suc- 
cess, Rosie sometimes admits to 
dreaming of a less overwhelming 
existence. ‘‘Sometimes I have fan- 
ta: about selling the business and 
hiding out on a tropical island,” she 
says. ‘‘But I don’t because I have 
had those thoughts before, usually 
during particul rough times.

Protestors 
will appeal

NEWTON The lawyer for 
seven anti-nuclear protestors 
found guilty last week of 
trespassing and wanton damage 
says the group will appeal the 
decision to the Court of Appeal. 

A six-person jury in Lowell 
District Court found Jean Holla 
day, 54, of Newton and six other 
anti-war guilty of 
trespassing and causing wanton 
damage last July at AVCO 
Systems Division, a defense con 
tractor in Wilmington 

District Court Judge Edward 
Viola sentenced Holladay and the 
others to seven to 30 days in the 
house of correction on the 
trespassing convictions and two 
and a half months in the house of 
correction on the wanton damage 
charges.

More taxes predicted

NEWTON Residential property 
values in the Garden City have increas- 
ed about 10 percent in the last two ye 
an incre 






rs, 
se that will bring about lower 
tax rates for residents, but not a lower 
tax burden, according to the city’s chief 
assessor 

Although the state still must certify 
and set the figure for the actual proper- 
ty value increase, the assessing depart 
ment’s estimate of a 10 percent value in- 
se will mean the typical residential 
tax bill for the upcoming year will 
reflect an increase of anywhere from 
2% to 5 percent. 

If the typical $115,000 home increases 
in value by 10 percent, it will then be 
worth $126,500 and, with the current mill 
rate of $21.84, a home worth $115,000 will 
have a tax bill of about $2,512 

However, this will not hold true if a 
resident has done substantial construc- 
tion work on his home. 

The 10-percent estimated value in- 
crease was released last Wednesday by 
Robert A. Palmer, board of assessors 
chairman 
According to Palmer’s preliminary 
city-wide property values have 
ased since 1981 when the city 
began its effort to comply with state 
mandates for assessing property at full 
fair market value 

While the assessing

analysis to determine whether assessed 
values are almost identical to market 
values is not yet completed, Palmer 
said, “It appears that most of the city’s 
residential and commercial property 
will show a value increase on the spring 
1984 tax bill."’ 

‘Residential property sales during 
this last two-year period are approx 
imately 10 percent higher, with some 
variation among neighborhoods and 
types of housing, than the base period 
used for city-wide revaluation for fiscal 
year 1982,” he added. 

He was quick to point out, however, 
that ‘‘the percent of any value increase 
should not be assumed by the taxpayer 
to be the probable percent of a tax in- 
crease.”’ 

Under the taxing provisions of Pro- 
position 242, the city can raise its pro- 
perty ta only 2% percent over the 
preceeding yee © 

The value increase means the city 
must lower its tax rates to coincide with 
Prop. 2% requirements, Palmer said 

“If, on average, property values in- 
crease by 10 percent, then the tax rate 
would nec arily have to be lowered in 
order to stay within the taxing limits of 
the Proposition 2% tax cap,”’ he said 

If the city were to leave tax rates at 
their present levels with a 10 percent 
property value increase, the citizen's 
tax burden would have to increase by 10 
percent also 



























School snow plans

NEWTON Students may dream of 
waking up to a world covered in white 
and those magic words ‘‘no school 
snow day.’’ But for their parents and for 
school and city officials, even small 
snowfalls mean big concerns about the 
safety of streets and sidewalks. 

Those concerns, fueled by complaints 
last winter about improper clearing, led 
Newton administrators to spend more 
than half of the year developing a new 
sidewalk plowing schedule for routes 
travelled by students on their way to 
and from school. 

City and school planners completed 
the schedule last month and have just 
finished going over the routes with the 
PTA safety and health representative 
and principal of each elementary 
school, making adjustments where 
needed. 

The new plan will go into effect Mon- 
day and copies of the route maps will be 
sent out to parents shortly. 

PTA, police, public works and school 
officials have all agreed to change the 
former arrangement, which consisted 
of first and second priority routes, to a 
single schedule, which the Department 
of Public Works (DPW) has agreed to 
have cleared within 15 hours after a 
snowfall of up to eight inches. 

The new time limit represents an in- 
crease of three hours over | year’s. 
The single schedule, however, contains 
about seven to ten more miles of 
sidewalk than the former priority I 
schedule according to Murdock Fraser, 
public relations representative for the 

















DPW. 

The main goal of the new system is to 
avoid misrer senting to residents the 
amount of clearing the DPW can really 
handle, while at the same time making 
sure that important streets are not 
missed. 

The city received numerous com- 
plaints last year that some priority I 
sidewalks were plowed poorly and that 
most priority II walks were not cleared 
atall. 

“T think we're going to get a better 
system,” asserted Richard LeBovidge, 
airperson of the safety and health 
committee of the Newton Council of 
PTAs. ‘‘What I heard when the PTA 
representatives left the last meeting 
was that they were satisfied.” 

In general, paths will be cleared along 
at least one side of the roadway on 
streets which have significant car and 
student traffic. Two sides will be plowed 
on major routes near schools, such as 
portions of Beacon and Walnut Sts. 

Sidewalks along most roads with very 
minimal car and student traffic will not 
be cleared, as children can actually 
walk in the street. 

Although the new schedule is basical- 
ly for the elementary schools only, the 
city’s secondary schools were taken into 
account when necessary, explained Roy 
Cornelius, director of Support Services 
for the schools. The sidewalk along por- 
tions of both sides of Route 9, for exam- 
ple, will be plowed because although 
such pathways are unsuitable for 
younger children, they are frequently 
used by secondary school students. 

















However, since only a 2% percent tax 
increase can be levied, city residential 
and commercial tax rates will be lower 
the next fiscal year, he explained 

In the situation of the home mentioned 
previously, which increased in value 
from $115,000 to $126,500, this would 
mean the current mill rate of $21.84 will 
probably be reduced by 10 percent to 
$19.66 

The city will then probably increase 
the citizen's tax burden by the allowable 
2 percent, meaning that the adjusted 
$19.66 mill rate will be increased by 
about 50 cents to create a new mill rate 
of $20.16. 

Palmer also indicated that, while the 
overall picture of residential property 
values is beginning to emerge, it is an 
ticipated that it will be several weeks 
before the assembled data on commer 
cial property can be fully analayzed 

Only when this is done can a “firm 
overall value rate increase be 
predicted,”’ he said 

Residential property owners will be 
notified of their new a ments once 
the Massachusetts epartment of 
Revenue certifies the city’s as 
process, which is expected to begin in 
January 

“We are striving to make this state 
mandated process of updating values 
one that is open and responsive to the 
various concerns of all of Newton's tax- 
payers,” concluded Palmer

The Division of Support Services and 
the Police and Public Works Depart- 
ments will be keeping a close watch on 
the effectiveness of the new system and 
will make changes where nec ary 

“What looks good on paper and what's 
good in reality could be a little dif- 
ferent,’’ LeBovidge noted. 

“This list is nothing that's cast in 
stone,’ Fraser agreed. “If we go 
through the first storm and find out we 
goofed here or there, we'll sit down and 
change it.”’ 

Residents are urged, however, to 
telephone complaints or comments in to 
their local schools rather than to central 
administrative or city offices. While 
plowing is taking place, individual 
schools will compile lists of their calls 
and turn them over to the School 
Department, which will in turn combine 
all the lists and submit them to DPW for 
action, 

Direct calls to DPW interfere with the 
clearing work, said Fraser. 

Residents can also help out, Fr 
noted, by shovelling snow from their 
driveways onto their lawns instead of 
piling it across the sidewalk or in the 
street, where it prevents the plow 
blades from riding evenly along the 
ground. And by parking cars far enough 
into driveways that they do not block the 
sidewalk. 

“I think everyone wants to do a good 
job and it’s just a matter of communica- 
tion,’’ LeBovidge concluded. 






















































That theory, as well as the new 
system, will probably be put to the test 
before too long.

The committee set the Jan, 11 

jate in the hope that the final plans 
for the site could be approved by the 
ull Board of Aldermen on Jan, 16 in 
order to avoid losing federal money 
by failing to meet a Feb. 3 deadline 

The former public works yard’s 
development has hinged on what 
type of plan - new construction or 
ehabilitation - the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
HUD) would accept 

About $1.8 million in HUD money 
s available for the elderly housing 
egment of the site. 

The most recent recommendation 
f the city’s planning department is 
o demolish the historic stable 
building to make way for 30 new 
inits of elderly housing on a 1.65 
icre section at the Pine Street side 
f the site and 15 to 17 single family 
iomes on the remaining land. 

HUD officials had initially said a 
change in city plans toward 
rehabilitation of the stable and 
.way from new construction for the 
entire site would mean the $1.8 
million allocated for the project 
would be forfeited 

However, HUD official Nick Nibi 

ave the planning department a 

hance to keep the stable for use as 

lderly housing if they could show 
ehabilitating it would be less ex- 
ensive then the new constreution 

Iternative. 

City planners opted for new con- 
struction after it was determined

that rehabilitation of the stble for 
elderly housing would cost about 
$100,000 more than the cost of 
building an entirely housing units. 

In reaching this determination, 
city planning officials hired A.M 
Fogarty & Associates to estimate 
the cost of three different 
“schemes‘* 

A plan to create 15 units of elderly 
housing in the stable building and 23 
additional elderly units in a four- 
story annex to the stable would cost 
$43,453 per unit, the group determin- 
ed 

A similar plan for 15 elderly hous 
ing units in the stable building, but a 
three-story, 17 unit annex, brought 
an estimated cost of $42,483 per unit. 

The third and least expensive op- 
tion calls for 33 elderly housing 
units to be built in a new thr tory 
structure at a cost of $38,847. 

However, the citizen’s advisory 
group on the Auburndale Yard pro- 
ject believes a fourth option should 
have been examined. 

Peter Bella, chairman of the Aur- 
burndale Yard Joint Planning Ad- 
visory Group, told committee 
members it would be more in line 
with the neighborhood wishes to put 
about 15 units of elderly housing in 
the existing stable building 

If any HUD money was left over, 
it would be returned, he argued. 

However, a second HUD official 
overruled Nibi’s judgment and told 
city planners a move to use the 
stable would be considered by HUD 
to be a rehabilitation project, in 
which case, the federal agency 
would withdraw its funding. 

According to a Dee. 2 letter from 
HUD Undersecretary Phillip 
Abrams to city Planning Director 
Barry Canner, “‘It is not legally per- 
missable for this project to be con- 
verted from new construction to 
substantial rehabilitation not 
withstanding any cost considera- 
tion,” 

“A change from new construction 
to substantial rehabilitation would 
involve a recapture (of the $1.8 

million in funding) and is therefore 
not feasible,’’ Abrams concluded.

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Imports block Detroit 
revvs for the new year

blems ahead in 1984 for domestic 
automakers, only now surfacing from a 
thre slump. 





Even as they enjoy the recovery, the 
firms look nervously across the Pacific to 
Japan, where manufacturers enjoy a 
$2,000-per-car advantage that threatens 
the future of small car production in the 
United States 

The next set of contract talks is fast ap- 
proaching at General Motors Corp. and 
Ford Motor Co., where union members will 
demand restore ation of concessions made in 
1982 to help the firms get back on their feet. 

Executives spoke in unison of their con- 
cern that the growing federal deficit would 
again result in higher interest rates, stall- 
ing car sales and voiding their billion- 
dollar efforts to become competitive with 
the Japanese. 

“Somebody has got to say to them, 
We're going to run this country like a 
business,’ grumbled Chrysler Chairman 
Lee Iacocca. ‘They ought to do at the Pen- 
tagon what we did at Chrysler.” 

The industry's oft-touted recovery may 
have caused people to forget the 
automakers still face tough competitive 
challenges, he said. 

Led by Chrysler Corp.’s impressive 
recovery from near-bankruptcy, the top 
automakers are expected to post for 1983 
their first billion-dollar profits since the 
late 1970s. Sales will be up by some 17 per- 
cent after four years of decline 

About 100,000 workers are back on the 
job, with many working overtime shifts. 
Plants are running at full capacity except 
for some temporary shutdowns because 
suppliers can’t send enough parts to keep 
up with demand. 

“The highlight of the year has to be the 
recovery of the auto market,’’ General 
Motors Corp. Chairman Roger Smith said. 

Automakers in 1982 posted the worst 
sales in 24 years and it looked as though in- 
centives would be a way of life for the bat- 
tered industry. 

1983 began slowly, with domestic sales at 
a 6.1 million annual rate, only slightly 
above the 5.76 million rate for all of 1982, 
Sales climbed slowly until May, when the 
market jumped to a7 million rate. It hit its 
peak in July at 7.5 million. 

Since then, sales have stayed pretty 
much at arate of 6.8 million. This has given 
inventories a chance to catch up with de- 
mand and allowed the automakers to ad- 
just production schedules. 

Large and luxury car sales led the boom, 
posting a 26 percent increase in 1983. Sales 
of mid-sized cars jumped 22 percent but 
small cars were a drag on the market with 
sales up only 1 percent. 

By year’s end, each of the Big Four 
automakers had picked up more of the 
domestic market at the expense of the im- 
ports. 

Ford will end the year with 17.1 percent 
of the market, GM with 44.4 percent, 
Chrysler with 10.3 percent, American 
Motors Corp. with 2.5 percent, Volkswagen 






























of America 1.6 percent, Japanese 
automake 2 percent and European 
automake .9 percent. 


In 1982, the market saw Ford with 16.9 
percent, GM with 44.3 percent, Chrysler 
with 10 percent, AMC with 1.9 percent, VW 
with 1.8 percent, the Japanese with 21.2 
percent and the European companies with 
4percent. 

The automakers’ turnaround was due 
mainly to a drop in interest rates. Con- 
sumers a year ago had to pay an average 
18 percent for a new car loan. The 
automakers in the following 12 months of- 
fered special rates from about 11.8 percent 
to a low of 8.8 percent. Bank rates also 
dropped to the current 12 percent to 14 per- 
cent. 

The overall upturn in consumer con- 
fidence helped, as did a drop in gasoline 
prices and the unemployment rate. 

The shock of the past three years pushed 
automakers into improving efficiency. 
Costs were cut dramatically, employee 
rolls trimmed and breakeven points halved 
in some cases, 

The most dramatic example of the in- 
dustry comeback was Chrysler, whose ex- 
ecutives were close to turning out the lights 
in 1980, 

The automaker in 1983 paid off $1.2 
billion in federally backed loans seven 
years early and posted three straight 
record quarterly profits, with a fourth ex- 
pected for the final quarter. 


The revival sent its stock price soaring 
from a low of $3 in 1980 to the current $28. It 
also made a folk hero out of Iacocca. 

The executive got his reward at the end 
of the year when he signed a three-year 
contract with an optional fourth year that 
could net him nearly §20 million in common 
shares and stock options 


The news was not all good for Chrysler. 
The No, 3 automaker was wracked with 
labor problems, In the face of a certain 
winter strike, it agreed to a $1 billion con- 
tract’ restoring concessions made by 
workers to help Chrysler stay afloat, 


\ November wildcat strike at a stamping 
plant in Twinsburg, Ohio, shut down the 


company for four days at a cost of $89 
million. 


GM competed with Chrysler for 
headlines that started with the signing of a 
joint’ car-building venture with the 
Japanese automaker Toyota, The agree- 
ment to build 300,000 small cars at a plant 
in Fremont, Calif., capped months of 
waltzing by the world's No. 1 automaker 
with the third largest firm. 


GM's deal with Toyota came on top of 
previously announced plans to import 
300,000 subcompacts made by the Japanese 
firms Isuzu and Suzuki. Nervous Chrysler 
and Ford executives said they, too, would 
iave to import cheaper cars if the GM 
dlans Went through

Two boys practice their 
techniques when suddenly 
one stomps off, yelling that 
his partner is cheating. 

“That's a pretty strong 
reaction,’ Whelan comments 

‘Well everybody treats me 
that way, like my mother,” 
the youngster bursts out 


Afterward, the boy is urged 
by others in similar cir- 
cumstances to talk about his 
ordeal at home. 

“These kids are afraid to 


say anything out of fear 
they’ll be removed from the 
home,” Whelan said. ‘“‘They 
also have a strong need to be 
accepted and get things out in 
the open, something they can- 
not do until they realize they 
are safe and comfortable 
here.” 

Whelan, 35, started his judo 
therapy after a successful ex- 
periment with running for 
hyperactive children, ‘I try 
to match the child with an ac- 
tivity that is non- 
competitive,” he said. ‘It's 
play therapy in the broadest 
sense,” 

A longtime judo student, 
Whelan said he has found the 
historical emphasis on 
character-building in addition 
to body mastery appropriate 
for youngsters with complex 
emotional difficulties 

The chance to learn the 
martia! art is frequently the 
only way to persuade 
youngsters to see a 
psychologist, Whelan said. 
“But they understand from 
the first class that this is judo 
and therapy combined.”’ 

‘Depressed youngsters 
often find it difficult to func- 
tion at school. They’re 
passive, have low self-esteem 


and may be bullied with no 
way of interacting with their 
peers,” 

‘Many of these kids 
wouldn’t come within 40 
yards of a shrink,”’ Whelan 
said, ‘but I’ve found they can 
relate to me because they 
respect something that I do.”’ 


Dr, Philip Lazaroff, direc- 
tor of the hospital’s Mental 
Health Center, said although 
it is hard to document 
results, the youngsters 
emerging from Whelan's ses- 
sions exhibit increased self- 
esteem, better control over 
their bodies and are able to 
deal more effectively with 
anger and aggression, 

Whelan screens the 
youngsters before admitting 
them to the two classes which 
meet on Saturdays at a mar- 
tial arts school. He does not 
use judo therapy with pa- 
tients who have serious men- 
tal illnesses, constantly get 
into fights or are “highly 
assaultive and combative.” 

*This is not the setting for 
someone who has absolutely 
no control,’’ Whelan said. *‘I 
will not take a kid in the judo 
group who does not have a 
sense of reality.

who teaches at the Cambridge 
Family Institute 
From Jaquette’s point of view, 
containing the behavior of an 
acting-out adolescent is the most 
important goal. The child's 
school, the courts, social service 
agencies and his family must all 
be involved in the effort in order 
to insure that proper 
quences are doled out 
Acting-out is a defense against 
pain, Jaquette explained. And 
kids will only change that 
behavior if engaging in it is made 
more painful than giving it up.

Among them, all of the adults 
involved in a child's life can work 
out areas of leverage things 
the kid likes or dislikes that can 
be used as bait or deterents in ef: 
fecting certain changes. But they 
must commuinicate with each 
other 

If, for example, the mother is 
supposed to impose a certain 
consequence when her son skips 
school and she is not notified of 
absences, then that discipline 
plan will never work. 

Likewise, if the school is sup- 
posed to send a boy home for 
punishment when he misbehaves 
and his parents make a day at 
home enjoyable, then the effect 





is lost. 

Jaquette’s main focus a 
counselor is on serving the 
coordinator for all of these 


adults. Much of his time, he said, 
he spent tracking kids through 
each day and arranging ways for 
them to be held accountable for 
their actions. 

Kadison operates from a 
somewhat different perspective 
because he deals with kids who 
are actually staying around the 
clock in the hospital. 


Some of his most important 
work is done in connecting 
families to their children, help 


ing them to take responsibility 
for their own feelings and dif 
ficulties rather than pointing to 
the child and saying, ‘‘this is the 
one with the problem.” 

The hospital works with many 
severely disturbed adolescents 
and during their stay, their 
families must come in once a 
week for a one-family therapy 
session and another time for a 
group meeting with several other 
patients and their families 

The revelations in these 
meetings can sometimes be 
crucial to understanding a 
child's difficulties

which a girl’s problems had 
begun two years earlier. After 
several multi-family sessions, it 


came out that her grandfather 
had died around the same time 
and that a family secret sur 
rounded his death 

Bringing the secret out in the 
open, having it acknowledged by 
her parents and giving her the 
opportunity to talk about her 
feelings around it was an impor- 
tant breakthrough for the girl. 

The systems approach itself is

NEWTON — George Orwell wasn’t kidding. 

When he sat down over 35 years ago to pena 
prophetic novel of what life could be like in 
1984, he hit the mark on a number of points 
and barely missed on others. 

And for those who have been keeping score, 
the novel has served as a finger-shaking, 
catch-all warning to invoke whenever the 
drift of human events seemed to indicate a 
change for the worse. 

Now, 1984 is here in ways that go beyond 
shedding a tear for the old before ringing in 
the new. So, before you turn on your T.V. 
(telescreen), register for the draft (forced 
conscription) or recite a letter into your dic- 
taphone (speakwrite ), read on, 

Orwell depicted a future world from the 
vantage point of post-war English society, a 
country that emerged changed from the 
ravages of battle and wary of the cruel 
tendencies of mankind — a unique perspec- 
tive that darkened the pages of the book and 
put most of the author’s révelations in a 
negative light. 

But the modern world isn’t as evil as Orwell 
predicted. Just ask Orrie Friedman, founder 
and chairman of the board for Collaborative 
Research, Inc, in Waltham, a firm with gross 
revenues that top $5 million a year. 

‘‘When we began, we did research at the 
cutting-edge of what is now known as 
biotechnology,’’ Friedman said, “At that 
time, we were not clear on what the various 
applications were.” 

“All of this work has led into recombinant 
DNA research,” he added. ‘The accumula- 
tion of understanding of these basic processes 
has enabled us now to manipulate genes, 
which are made up of DNA."

Budget tight in ‘83 


NEWTON If a phrase could answer the 
why's behind the major events of 1983 in the 
Garden City, then Mayor Theodore Mann's war: 
ning of “fiscal strangulation,” delivered during 
his annual State of the City address, would fit the 
bill 

Proposition 2%, the state mandate that 
restricts municipal tax increases to only 242 per- 
cent a year, combined with lagging city revenues 
and declining school enrollment, ultimately af- 
fected some of the most significant events of the 
year. 

The city’s fiscal situation was further com- 
plicated when the mayor's five-year budget 
fore howed that, without the ability to raise 
more tax revenue, the city will face a mounting 
budget deficit that could reach several million 
dollars in 1989, 

A referendum to override Proposition 2% in 
order to build the new main library facility city 
officials and residents have sought for over 40 
years failed by a 3-2 margin. 

When the city contracted with a private com- 
pany to collect residential trash, a move Mann 
said would save millions of dollars over several 
i nitation workers staged a strike to 























lemands. 

The School Department cut 45 staff positions, 
riffed three tenured teachers and closed Warren 
Junior High School. Officials also announced 
they may have to close two more elementary 
schools and another junior high school in the next 
two years and consider redistricting due to 


budgetary co: nts. By November, ad- 
ministrators were ady predicting a $360,000 
school budget deficit for the current year. 

Meanwhile, the contract negotiations of 
several municipal employee unions looking for 
pay and benefit increases were snagged thanks, 
in part, to shrinking city collective bargaining 
funds 

Aldermen were forced to balance many 
revenue-producing development proj in 
several areas of the city with the concerns of 
residents who argued their suburban city is 
quickly becoming oppresively urban. 

Besides the balance sheet issues, 1983 also 
featured news concerning aldermanic elections, 
low voter turnout, asbestos removal, several 
municipal building re-use proposals, 
assessments, hazing, lice, decreased crime and 
drunk drivin, adblocks. 

The year also brought a clearer picture of 
the average Newton family. 

Various studies and census data combined to 
reveal the average Garden City family has a 
yearly income of $33,600, commutes to work in a 
little over 22 minutes, has 2 children, believes 
there is little change needed in city services and 
government, speaks only English and is of Irish, 
Italian or English ancestry. 

However, of all the 1983 news, the need for a 
new central library facility to replace the cur- 
rent deteriorating structure and the question of 
where and how it will be built, dominated city in- 
terest.

MDC boosts rates again

NEWTON A rate increase in 
the charge for the state-owned 
water and sewer system has the city 
looking to get out from under 

Metropolitan District Commis 
sioner William Geary recently in 
formed Mayor Theodore Mann that 
the charges for use of MDC water 
and sewer lines would cost the city 
over $100,000 this June 

In response, Mann, as president 
of the Massacusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA), told Geary the 
state should be paying for repairs to 
city water and sewer lines and for 
the MDC park system. 

He also sought a commitment 
from the MDC that the 1986 user 
rates they charge will not be in- 
creased more than 2*2 percent over 
the current rates. 

From June 1982 to 1983, Newton 
paid the MDC about $95,000. This 
year they will pay close to $100,000 
and next year the figure will rise to 
over $100,000 














Expenditures of that kind of 
money without any monetary 
return, especially with the tight 


budget constraints brought on by 
Proposition 242, has led the mayor 





and the chief executives of 52 other 
neighboring communities, through 


the MMA, to look for a way to cut 
their lo: 

Through complicated assessing 
formulas, the MDC charges the city 
for the right to use their pipes to 
take sewage to the Deer Island and 
Nut Island treatment plants in Win- 
throp and Quincy, the MDC water 
system that brings the city water 
from Quabbin Reservoir, as well as 
for MDC police patrols and MDC- 
owned parks within the city limits 

The MDC’s 1982 assessment for 
Newton was $3.8 million

groups formed to bring the library

Opponents to the referendum, 
under the aegus of a group called 
Stop The Override Proposal 
(STOP), argued the override would 
add $50 to $60 to the residential pro: 
perty tax bill, while the Committee 
to Elect a New Library (CENL) 
said the city deserved and 
desperately needed a new facility at 
any cost 

After samples of the question 
were sent to voters, the war of 
words and dollar signs ended in 
November when over 12,000 voters 
went to the polls and rejected the 
override proposal, leaving the site 
and funding for a new main facility 
unresolved 

Ultimately, campaign finance 
forms showed CENL spent over 
$12,000 compared to STOP’s over 
$2,000 in their losing cause. 

A company called SCA (Service 
Container Associates) was also in 
the news throughout 1983 

When the city began competitive 
bidding to contract out its residen- 
tial trash collection, low-bidder SCA 
and city sanitation workers squared 
off, despite Mayor Mann's warnings 
that if the private company were 
not chosen, funding for city trash 
collection would be stopped 

The city’s refusal to consider the 
pleas of city sanitation workers led 
to a two day strike and split decision 
by two aldermanic committees over 
whether or not to approve SCA’s 
bid. 

Finally, the city trash budget was 
eliminated in favor of SCA’s $1. 
million contract that Mayor Mann 
said would save the city $500,000 
yearly. 

With little choice, aldermen ac- 
cepted SCA as the residential trash 
collector and left commercial in- 
terests in the city to find their own 
means of trash disposal. 

SCA began pick-ups on July 1, 
running late, and had three brand 
new trucks break down. 

For Garden City schools, 1983 was 
a year of bugs and budget and 
building headaches.

Student scalps were inspected 
and those found to have the bugs 
sent home. Guidelines on treatment 
were issued and kids kept out of 
school until no eggs or nits were 
visible on their scalps 

No further epidemics have been 
reported 

The presence of asbestos in 
Newton's schools proved itself as a 
headache that will not go away 
During the summer, a Miami-based 
asbestos removal firm moved into 
Newton North to finish a job that 
was badly botched the summer 
before. 

After floating a $1.2 million bond 
issue to have all hazardous asbestos 
taken out of the buildings, the Board 
of Alderman was upset to discover 
the cancer-causing material still in 
place in the fourth floor of Newton 
North, although city officials con- 
firmed that area had never been in- 
cluded in the removal plan 

South High was also found to have 
highly friable asbestos ceiling tiles 
in its music room that will need to 
be taken care of and the School 
Committee recommended the work 
be done during the 1984 summer 
vation. 

The retirement of five aldermen, 
combined with the November elec- 
tion loss of two incumbents, gave 
the Board of Aldermen a new look 
with seven new members, despite 
the lowest voter turnout in the city’s 
history during the September 
preliminary elcetion.

The School Committee gained two 
new members, one through retire 
ment and the second through the 
November election. Only two seats 
were contested in that election, 
which some attributed to erosion of 
that body’s power through Proposi 
tion 2% and the recent Leominster 
Decision 

Committee chairperson Nancy 
Mann announced she will step down 
from that office in 1984 

The subject of pay increases for 
aldermen and the mayor that led to 
some controversy early in the year 
ended in March when the board 
voted themselves a 70 percent pay 
hike - from $1,800 yearly to $3,000, 
while the School Committee retain- 
ed its unpaid status 

The mayor eventually whittled 
down his suggested raise from 
$58,000 to $55,000, citing the city’s 
rocky fiscal picture as the reason 
for his altruism 
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Charlie Stuart, 94, was rescued 
from a mid-winter eviction by 
the compassion of city officials. 


The city’s police union, however, 
facing a dispute over how officers 
injured on duty should be treated, 
was not so lucky and served the en- 
tire year without a contract, 
culminating their bargaining ef 
forts with a one-day picket of city 
hall to publicize their demands. 

In other police-related news, the 
city set up its first roadblock on the 
July 4 weekend and later in the year 
received a $16,500 commitment of 
state funds to pay for the program. 

However, by year's end, 
aldermen and citizens alike raised 
questions about the constitutionali- 
ty of the roadblocks and moved to 
accept only half the state funds. 

The Police Department offered 
free fingerprinting for Newton 
children and more than 3,800 of 
them got a closeup look at the ink 
pad.

The department began the year in 
the throes of the most poorly done 
revaluation and assessment in the 
city’s recent history. Over 6,000 
abatement requests were received 
and the department nearly drowned 
in a flood of paperwork. An indepen 
dent audit resulted in some 
orgainizational changes within the 
department, and, by year's end, the 
assessors were out of the headlines 

The Board of Alderman rejected a 
School Committee move to get 
Mayor Theodore Mann off as a 
voting member of that committee. 

In June, the engines of 44 buses 
belonging Commonwealth Coach 
Company, which holds three 
Newton school transportation con- 
tracts, were destroyed and the lot 
trailer set fire to by vandals. 
Repairs were made in time for the 
start of school, but in October, four 
buses were declared unsafe after a 
surprise inspection by the state 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 

Later in the year, the School 
Department began to look into 
breaking off the Commonwealth 
Coach contract as parents’ com 
plaints of inadequate special educa- 
tion transportation flooded school 
offices 

A survey of public school parents 
listed the city’s teachers as the 
systems greatest asset and reveal- 
ed over forty percent of high school 
parents dissatisfied with the level of 
discipline. 

Two students were suspended 
after a hazing incident on a Newton 
North athletic team and a new 
policy of reporting individual class 
attendance was instituted at both 
high schools. 

A television movie called ‘The 
Day After’’ brought home the possi- 
ble effects of nuclear war to the 
Garden City and citizens gathered 
in various forums to discuss what 
could be done to stop such a 
holocaust from becoming more than 
a movie, 

Benigno Aquino, a Phillipine 
political leader who lived in exile in 
his Commonwealth Avenue home as 
a result of challenging the Marcos 
regime, returned to his native land 
and was instantly assasinated upon 
his arrival.

The November 8 decision not to finance a 
new library was typical of the tough deci- 
sions which will have to be made in the 
future, No matter how much something is 
needed, if it could possibly result in cut- 
backs in the areas of public safety, public 
works or other essential city services, the 
city simply can not afford it. 

City officials have already had to makea 
number of these tough decisions. They can 
use the practice, because tough decisions 
are going to increase at a cumulative rate.

In summary, the Board is an in- 
stitution where, by and large, all 
Aldermen and not just leadership 
participate in decisions, where 
members traditionally vote their 
consciences and the interests of 
their constituents as they see them 
(often sailir gainst the prevailing 
wind) and where issues are usually 
decided on the merits without resor- 
ting to procedural railroading 

But is there nothing to be concern- 
ed about as the new board takes of- 
fice in January? My choice would 
be land use policy 

The budget constrainsts of Pro- 
position 2 1/2 have worked a subtle 
change in aldermanic decisions. In 
the past, Newton has benefitted 
from a tradition of conservative 
zoning decisions by the Board which 
has kept the Garden City’s single 
family residential character largely 
unscathed, despite mushrooming 
developments in adjacent areas, 
such as Brookline and Brighton. 

Thus, the Board has placed a 
heavy burden of persuasion upon 
those who would change the use of 
the particular site in the city for 
their own economic gain, granting 
such permission only when the

Examples include the Glen 
Avenue renovation of the old 
sweater factory, the new Fairwe 
Condominiums next the the 
Chestnut Hill Golf Course, ot the

On the other hand, the board has 
been willing to reject proposals that 
appear in involve adverse impacts 
that outweigh the benefits that new 
development can provide. Ex- 
amples include the original Newton 
Place development in Newton Cor- 
ner and the expanded Marriott 
Hotel on Commonwealth Avenue. 

But after Propostion 2 1/2, new 
construction or significant renova- 
tion is one of the few places where 
the City can gain additional; tax 
revenues to pay the bills. Pressure 
will now be on board members to 
approve what they might have 
dissapproved in the past, and in- 
creased citizen vigilence may be re- 
quired 

A related trend is the increasing 
willingness of the board to consider 
signigicant city-wide changes in ci- 
ty zoning laws which do not now 
have an impact on any specific 
neighborhood, but can produce 
significant changes over time 

For example, some aldermen 
have favored modifications in the 
home office ordinance which would 
make it easier for commercial ven- 
tures to operate out of private 
residences. Others have pressed to 





allow accessory appartments in 
single family houses, Ironically 
such changes do not mean tax 


revenues, as with new development, 
but instead risk undermining the in- 
tegrity of single family zoning with 
greater density, traffic and city ser- 
vice burdens, 

Consequently, Newton citizens 
and board members alike will need 
to exercise even greater scrutiny 
than in the past over board land use 
decisions. 

But the board itself, aided by its 
able staff, is worthy of respect, and 
I am grateful to have had my 
chance to serve on it, especially 
with so many able and honorable 
people.

In defense of the aldermen 


Editor's note: The following letter 
was written by the wife of Ward 6 
Alderman-at-large Rodney Barker. 
The News Tribune of Dec. 19th has 
badly failed in its duty to inform the 
public by presenting such a one-sided 
account of the letter to reinstate Matt 
Jefferson as President of the Board 
of Aldermen of Newton.

The office of president is not in- 
tended to be a life-time job. Many 
aldermen would like to serve as 
president, and many feel that the 
board can profit from a change in 
style from time to time. The 
aldermen have expressed their sup- 
port for Matt by electing him in the 
first place, and their further support 
by reelecting him to serve more than 





one term. But now Matt has held the 
office for more than one consecutive 
term, many aldermen felt that it was 
time to give someone else a chance 
There is nothing wrong with this, and 
itis generally assumed that the retir 
ing president will accept defeat with 
good grace and be helpful to the new 
one. No one expected a change in 
leadership to be regarded as a per. 
sonal attack which should be 
“fought.” 

As for appealing to the public to 
pressure their aldermen to change 
their votes—this is totally inap- 
propriate. This issue does not con 
cern the public at all. It should be up 
to the aldermen to decide who they 
want to chair their meetings; the 
public is simply not affected. But 
since the matter has been brought to 
the public, one issue has to be ex 
plained. Extending aldermanic 
meetings endlessly into the night 


does not promote the “participation 
of elected representatives” that the 
letter to the public implies. In fact, 
quite the contrary, Many aldermen 
have to get up and go to work in the 
morning, and they owe it to their jobs 
to be able to function well in the next 
day, Other aldermen may use this 
fact as a ploy, deliberately prolong 
ing discussion well after all points of 
view have been stated, in order to 
make the meeting last so long that 
some of their colleagues who 
disagree with them will be forced to 
leave before the final vote is taken. 
This is not democracy; it is a way of 
forcing your opponents physically 
not to be heard. And it is the duty of 
the press to try to make some of this 
wheeling and dealing known to the 
public

Our society cannot be rid of the 
criminal element, and in this case 
the potentially deadly element, 
without the cooperation of the inno- 
cent public. Does not the public 
have the right to travel the road- 
ways without the fear of death caus- 
ed by one who should not have had 
that right? Apparently you've never 
had a loved one severely injured or 
killed. Your stand may be different 

Don't attempt to debate this issue 
with the uninvolved.

Ordinances were drafted and 
passed in Newton and Waltham that 
provided safeguards to diminish the 
Orwellian fears of residents and

Friedman said

This would make an enormous 
contribution to human health care,” 
he added. 

Orwell envisioned a world where 
the control of mind, not body, 
guaranteed the squashing of in- 
dividual rights. There are now 
various devices that pretend to con- 
trol individual thought, like 
polygraph machines better 
known as lie detectors 

“They’re used as a tool to 
establish the truth,’’ according to 
Det. Lt. Thomas Espartichino, 
supervisor of detectives for the Mid- 
dlesex County D.A.’s office.

Continental Cablevision on Centre 
Street in Newton has a programm- 
ing idea reminiscent of Orwellian 
telescreens, a device that allowed 
others to watch you while you were 
watching the screen 

Although not as advanced as a 
telescreen, program director Carol 
Raney said viewers calling the 
studio during live, call-in shows 
reach a voice-activated answering 
machine that allows them to ask 
questions directly of a person ap- 
pearing on a show at the same time 
Almost like talking to your T.V

And who hasn’t met a politician 
who has the curious ability to hold 
two contradicting ideas at once and 
accept both of them?

Officials order restaurant to close

NONANTUM A family-run Nonan: 
tum restaurant was temporarily put out 
of business by city authorities last week 
after a police investigation indicated 
lrugs were being bought and sold there 

Zepp's Cafe, a small Italian restaurant 
mn West Street, was ordered by the licens 
ing board to shut down on Jan. 1 for a 
period of 90 days, largely because of the 
irrest and conviction of a part-owner for 
jealing drugs on the premises. 

Michael Caira, who was found guilty in 
October by a Newton District Court judge 
yn five separate counts of drug traffick- 
ng and possession, was nailed by a police 
informant in a month-long investigation 
of suspicious activities at the restaurant 

Caira, along with his brother Benedetto 
and mother Carmella, is listed as a direc-

Today's job market is 
very restricting, but for 
women with family obliga- 
tions the search for a 
suitable career can become 
a nightmare. But there is 
hope, because women have 
the opportunity to enter the 
business field on a low- 
entry level, and from there 
they have a good chance 
for advancement 

Phyllis Newton, founder 
of The Career Center in 
Needham, provides jobs for 
women, primarily 
secretarial jobs. She en- 
courages her clients to take 
these low-entry level jobs, 
because these jobs often 
provide the beginning of a 
career in the business field. 





The assistant personnel 
director at Hersey Pro- 
ducts Inc., Marjory 
Crawford, confirmed Mrs. 
Newton’s statement that 
women could indeed ad- 
vance if originally hired as 
a secretary. ‘‘We view all 
our employees as pro- 
motable,’’ she said. 

She also added that in 
the last ten years ‘‘there 
has been an increase of 
women in responsible jobs 
within Hersey Products. 
Women are in every 
department both super- 
visory and professional.”’ 

Experts in the field say 
secretarial skills are essen- 
tial to find a job, despite 
the education background 
of the individual, but the 
job could be the start of a 
career in the business field. 
Liberal arts majors 
sometimes find it more dif- 
ficult to find suitable jobs 
since they do not usually 
want to enter the business 

orld, but if they 

ersevere they can find 
suitable employment. 

The main objective of 
The Career Center in 
Needham, which first open- 
ed in 1973, was to ‘‘develop 
higher quality part-time 
jobs for women, so women 
could be home after 
school,’’ said Phyllis 
Newton. 

The problem which faced 
the firm was that these 
quality part-time jobs 
usually were unavailable. 
“Part-time jobs are the 
lowest eschelon,”’ she 
noted, ‘‘they’re the jobs 
nobody else wants.” 

The Career Center 
primarily focuses on 
women who need to work. 
The ages of their clients 
range from 17 to 60. 

Mrs, Newton can supply 
only the jobs that the 
business world demands, 
Secretaries, keypunch 
operators, receptionists, 
accounts payable 
and similar jobs are 
presently in demand 

Men have no easier 
time at all,’’ said Mrs 
Newton, ‘‘at least women 
can get in on a clerical 
level, to get a feeling for 
the business world, men 
usually can’t do that.’ 

Many people job hun- 
ting in today’s market 
both young and mature, 
are overeducated for their 
jobs,’’ said Mrs, Newton 
She believes college is not 
preparing people for the 
business world, ‘College 
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‘We view all our employees 
as promotable.’

discouraging, and they feel 
they have been misled, 
she added 

Kathy Gallery, director 
of Alumni Career Servic 
at Boston College's Car 
Center, believes that col- 
lege can prepare students 
for the job market, if they 
are willing to make an ef- 
fort. ‘Some students just 
aren’t psyched to look for 
their careers. They put off 
job hunting,’’ she said 
Other students enter col- 
lege with the sole objective 
of preparing themselves 
for the job market, she ad 
ded 

“The average person 











puts more time and 
thought into choosing a 
house and car, then he does 
in choosing his career,” 
said Kathy Gallery. ‘Many 
people have to take jobs 
they are overeducated for 
just to get their foot in the 
door. Those people who are 
in great need of a job are 
more apt to take anything 
out of desperation,”’ she ad- 
ded 

Kathy Gallery believes 
that liberal arts majors 
have some advantage in 
the job market because 
they are open to op- 
purtunities. She noted the 
problem with being too 
specialized in today’s socie- 
ty is that *‘the world is 
changing so quickly the job 
could become obsolete, It

takes a longer time for 
liberal arts majors to find 
their careers, but they 
catch up.” 

‘Liberal Arts prepares 
students for life, to become 
educated persons, and to 
be able to function in socie- 
ty,’’ Kathy Gallery added 
She said there are two 
segments of college, the 
educational mode, and the 
vocational mode.

The Career Center at 
Boston College has a pro- 
gram which begins in the 
freshman year for students 
to start planning their 
future careers. Kathy 
Gallery believes that 
students who take their 
futures seriously can make 
good use of their college 
years to prepare them for 
the job market. 

The percentage of 
women in the job market is 
growing all the time.” said 




















Mrs. Newton. ‘‘Now they 
make up a large percent of 
the working force.’’ The 
sixty-year-old woman 
estimated that in her 
mother’s generation only 
ten percent of the work 
force consisted of women, 
and those women were 
regarded as ‘‘spinsters."’ In 
her generation 20 percent 
worked, and today 60 to 70 
percent work, 


Although the center has 
primarily handled entry 
level business placements 
for women, she said, 
“things are improving, and 
we will be able to expand 
to handle a different seg- 
ment of employment 
professional women,” 


Mrs. Newton believes 
that despite the lack of 
good jobs available in to- 
day’s market, people must 
be determined to persue 
the career that is best 
suited for them. One of her 
favorite expressions is, 
“No one will find you in 
your livingroom,”

When Dorothy Clift told her 16-year-old son she planned on 
entering the work force, he scoffed. ‘“‘What could you do that 
anyone'would pay you for?”’ he asked his mother. 

The Weston mother of three did not receive a vote of con- 
fidence from her husband either when she broached the idea. 
“He wouldn’t talk to me for day. Clift recalls 

But 25 years ago, despite her family’s concern, Clift took a 
typing job at Pine Manor College’s Admissions Office. Even- 
tually, she worked her way up and is now Vice President of 
Special Projects. 

After spending 25 years cooking meals, wiping runny noses 
and working on school PTAs, Clift herself never expected she 
could be a college vice president. 

“T thought it would be fun to work in a college admission’s of- 
fice,’’ the 67 year old administrator recalls. ‘‘I never, never 
thought I'd be a vice president.” 

It’s not a conventional nine to five job either. As head of 
Special Projects, Clift travels around the world as a represen- 
tative for the Chestnut Hill women’s college. In January she 
will begin a five-week European tour to recruit students for the 
college. 

Clift credits her career success to the maturity she brought to 
her job and organizational experience she gained from years of 
volunteers work. While Clift, the wife of an insurance company 
executive, was raising three children, she also worked actively 
for the League of Women Voters and Parent-Teacher Organiza- 
tions, 

“J worked hard with a lot of organizations and dealt with 
many people,” she says. ‘‘Running a rummage sale was one of 
the most difficult things I’ve ever done in my life.”” 

Clift had not held a paying job for 25 years when she took the 
clerical job at Pine Manor. 

Her career at Pine Manor began one day when she was scann- 
ing newspaper help wanted ads, looking for job opportunities 
for her eldest daughter, who had just finished college. Spotting 
an ad for a typist at Pine Manor, Clift applied for the position 
and was offered the job.

eft the school for another position, he told 
his successor that ou’ll have no trouble so long as you keep 
Dorothy on,’’ she says. ‘‘He made me assistant director.”” 

Eventually Clift was named director and then vice-president 
of admissions. 

Clift credits part of her early success to her first boss, the col- 
lege’s then admissions director who was respectful of her views 
on the admissions process. 

She says her approach to college admissions process is to con- 
sider students’ grades, test scores, activities, work and recom- 
mendations 

“That's the maturity that comes with living a little bit 
longer...to be able to get a broader picture of things,’’ she says. 

Clift advocates women changing job goals or returning to the 
work force in their middle years. 

‘People with a lot of life experience have so much to offer the 
business world,’’ she says, ‘“‘They have 25 years left to work. 
You have plenty of time to move up in an organization.” 

After graduating from high school Clift attended business 
school for a year and then went to work as a typist in a law firm. 
She was employed at the firm for three yee 
riage. 
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As vice president of special projects, Clift has frequently 
traveled to South America, where her visits have been both 
amusing and sear y 

During a trip to Hondurus, a crowd of newspaper 
photograph greeted Clift when her plane arrived, snapping 
pictures as she stepped off the plane. Some Pine Manor alumni 
who had been living in Hondurus at the time heard of Clift’s up- 
coming visit and alerted the photograyyyyphers. The following 
day, a photograph of Clift appeared on the front page of a San 
Pedro newspaper along with a headline stating: ‘‘Educator ar- 
rives."’ 

In 1979, she was caught in the Bolivian revolution, forced to 
rernain in her hote! room while tanks lined the streets outside 
her window. She finally left the country aboard a U.S. military 
aircraft, along with other Americans. 

Clift succeeded despite the fact that she lacks a college 
degree, The administrator admits, however, that now women 
are more likely to need degrees to get ahead because the job 
market is more competetive. 

“I’m the only one in the (college) catalog with no degree. I 
think, ‘Isn’t that neat.’ 

“I've always liked myself. I never let (no college degree) get 
in my way. I never worried what others thought,”’ she says. 

Clift urges women to tap their life skills and utilize their 
talents to move up in the business world 

‘When you are older, you bring a more mature attitude to 
every phase of your job. If you've got the energy, people will let 
you run with it.”’
